There is real optimism surrounding the Oklahoma State football program 
in 2020 and why shouldn't there be? The Cowboys return seven starters on 
offense and 11 starters on defense, have a returning starter at quarterback 
and have what may be the nation's best one-two punch in All-America run- 
ning back Chuba Hubbard and All-America receiver Tylan Wallace. 

A significant off-season development was the promotion of Kasey Dunn 
into the role of offensive coordinator. The longest consecutively-serving OSU 
football assistant since 1962, Dunn has built one of the most consistently 
productive receiver groups in the nation during his time in Stillwater. 

Defensively, OSU returns almost every major contributor from a group 
that closed the 2019 season by holding each of its final six opponents under 
their respective season scoring averages. In 2018, the Cowboys allowed an 
average of 32.5 points and 452.5 yards per game, but in 2019, those numbers 
improved to 26.8 points and 412.3 yards per game. With nearly everyone 
back from a defense that took the lead in a handful of OSU victories in 2019, 
there is reason to believe greater things are yet to come from that group. 


2020 Season Preview 


The Cowboy Offense 


Six starters and 17 letterwinners are back on offense, with Hubbard and Wallace the two headliners. 
In 2019, Hubbard finished eighth in the voting for the Heisman Trophy and was a finalist for the Doak 
Walker Award. In 2018, Wallace was a first-team All-American and a finalist for the Biletnikoff Award. He 
was having a similar season in 2019 before a season-ending injury. Together, Hubbard and Wallace form 
the only returning duo in country with 2,500+ career receiving yards and 2,500+ career rushing yards. 


Offensive Line 


Running Back 


Senior right tackle Teven Jenkins leads the way 
up front, as he has been a mainstay in the trench- 
es for the better part of the past three seasons. 
Jenkins may be one of the most notable examples 
of a player who has not received the kind of rec- 
ognition that he has earned. That should change 
in 2020 because he is positioned to serve in more 
of a leadership role and as a result, his work will 
be more widely seen. 

One of the most significant roster moves of the 
off-season for Oklahoma State was the acquisi- 
tion of junior Josh Sills, a graduate transfer and 
two-year starter from West Virginia with two 
years of eligibility remaining. He was a second- 
team All-Big 12 selection for the Mountaineers 
in 2018 and is a strong candidate to make an 
immediate impact. 

Junior Ry Schneider (six career starts) knows 
his way around, as does sophomore Hunter An- 
thony (four starts in 2019). 

Redshirt freshman Hunter Woodard figures to 
be in line for increased roles in 2020, as he was 
on the depth chart for much of 2019. Sophomore 
Tyrese Williams is another developing player with 
a chance to appear on the depth chart. 


Quarterback 


Now a sophomore, Spencer Sanders immedi- 
ately made a name for himself by earning Big 12 
Offensive Newcomer of the Year honors in 2019. 
He set an Oklahoma State freshman record by 
passing for 2,065 yards despite missing what 
amounts to three games due to injury. At the 
time of Sanders’ injury, Oklahoma State had a 
7-3 record. Among the 15 teams from Power 
Five conferences led by a freshman quarterback, 
only Ohio State had a better record. Sanders is 
an exciting prospect because of his ability to do 
damage as both a passer and a rusher. In 2019, 
he was one of only 12 freshmen nationally to pass 
for more than 2,000 yards and his average of 57.1 
rushing yards per game ranked third in the nation 
among all freshmen quarterbacks 

One of the central figures in Sanders’ develop- 
ment moving forward is first-year quarterbacks 
coach Tim Rattay. A record-setting passer in his 
playing days, Rattay coached quarterbacks for 
the Washington Redskins last year after spending 
the previous six seasons coaching at Louisiana 
Tech. 

Sanders is the only OSU quarterback with 
meaningful game experience. Others in camp 
include early enrollee freshman Shane Illingworth, 
junior college transfer Ethan Bullock and walk-ons 
Shaun Taylor and Peyton Thompson. 


A unanimous All-American in 2019, Chuba 
Hubbard has earned his spot on the preseason list 
for the Heisman Trophy in 2020. He was honored 
as the Big 12 Offensive Player of the Year by both 
the coaches and the Associated Press a year ago 
after leading the FBS with 2,094 rushing yards, 
161.1 rushing yards per game, 179.5 all-purpose 
yards per game, 11 consecutive 100-yard rushing 
games and four 200-yard rushing games. The 
most dangerous big-play threat in the country, he 
led the FBS with 15 rushes of 30 yards or longer, 
nine rushes of 40 yards or longer, seven rushes 
of 50 yards or longer, five rushes of 60 yards or 
longer, three rushes of 70 yards or longer, two 
rushes of 80 yards or longer and one rush of 90 
yards or longer. 

In senior LD Brown, OSU has a well-established 
complement to Hubbard in the run game. Brown 
has more than 600 career rushing yards to his 
credit and is a capable big-play threat in his own 
right with a career average of 6.0 yards per carry. 

Junior college transfer Dezmon Jackson dealt 
with an injury for the bulk of the 2019 season, so 
he didn’t have the chance to see much game ac- 
tion. Well-thought-of youngster Deondrick Glass 
comes out of redshirt. 


Receiver 


Tylan Wallace has rightfully earned a spot 
among the best receivers in college football. He is 
third among active FBS players with 2,512 career 
receiving yards and is second with 20 career 
receiving touchdowns. In 2019, he was a midsea- 
son All-America honoree by The Athletic and he 
went on to earn second-team All-Big 12 status 
despite missing half of the conference season to 
injury. Wallace averaged 112.9 receiving yards per 
game to rank fourth in the FBS and first among 
all receivers from Power Five conferences before 
sustaining a season-ending injury in practice in 
week nine. 

When Wallace went out, the depth of OSU's 
receiving group came to the fore, with Dillon 
Stoner and Braydon Johnson assuming leadership 
roles. Wallace, Stoner, Johnson and Landon Wolf 
are all back in 2020 and all figure to factor heav- 
ily into OSU's offensive plans. LSU transfer Dee 
Anderson and developing youngsters Langston 
Anderson and Jonathan Shepherd should also 
factor into the rotation. 


Cowboy Back 


The entire group of Cowboy Backs returns 
from 2019 and is led by junior Jelani Woods. 
This group factors into the offense in a hybrid 
tight end/fullback role that catches passes and 
impacts pass protection, run blocking and special 
teams. Established returners include seniors 
Logan Carter and Dayton Metcalf and sophomore 
Braden Cassity.

The Cowboy Defense 


Oklahoma State returns nearly all of its defensive production from a year ago. Third-year coordinator 
Jim Knowles welcomes back 87 percent of last year's tackles, 95 percent of last year's tackles for loss and 
95 percent of last year's sacks. In safety Kolby Harvell-Peel, the Cowboys have a potential All-America 
level performer, but there are several other returning standouts who give reason to believe this has a 
chance to be one of OSU's stronger defensive units in recent memory. 


Defensive Line 


Despite losing every starter from the previ- 
ous season, the Cowboy defensive line of 2019 
had just one fewer tackle than the 2018 unit. The 
inexperienced 2019 group combined to record 
30 quarterback hurries and 12 passes broken up, 
both of which represent the highest marks re- 
corded for an OSU defensive line since coach Joe 
Bob Clements arrived in 2013. Nearly everyone 
from the 2019 group is back in 2020. 

One of the most promising and dynamic young 
players on the roster is defensive end Trace Ford, 
whose nine quarterback hurries in 2019 ranked as 
the second-highest single-season mark in school 
history. If he builds on that, he will be well on his 
way to establishing himself as one of the most 
disruptive players in the Big 12. 

While Ford has shown great promise, the 
true strength of the defensive line is its depth. 
Defensive tackle Cameron Murray, Ford, defensive 
end Brock Martin, defensive tackle Israel Antwine, 
defensive end Tyler Lacy and defensive tackle 
Samuela Tuihalamaka all recorded at least 20 
tackles a year ago. Another up-and-comer to 
monitor is defensive tackle Jayden Jernigan, who 
saw his playing time increase as 2019 went on. 

Junior Brendon Evers returns after making 
three starts and playing in 10 games a year ago. 

Senior defensive end Amadou Fofana and 
junior defensive tackle Sione Asi provide added 
depth, and junior college transfer defensive end 
Tyren Irby will get a look as well. Defensive ends 
Isreal Isuman-Hundley and Kody Walterscheid 
come out of redshirt, as does defensive tackle 
Xavier Ross. 


Linebacker 


Seniors Amen Ogbongbemiga and Malcolm 
Rodriguez are returning All-Big 12 performers 
who serve as the heart of the Cowboy defense. 
Both logged over 100 tackles a year ago, marking 
the first time since 1989 that OSU had two players 
record at least 100 tackles in the same season. 

Perhaps the biggest variable entering 2020 is 
senior Calvin Bundage. Bundage sat out 2019 due 
to injury, but when healthy, has proven himself as 
a dynamic and explosive talent. A healthy Bund- 
age in the lineup alongside Ogbongbemiga and 
Rodriguez could make the OSU linebacking corps 
even more formidable. 

Also returning is senior Devin Harper, who 
played through pain last year, but has established 
himself as an important contributor on both 
defense and special teams. 


Cornerback 


Gone is three-year starter A.J. Green to gradu- 
ation, but back is another three-year starter in 
Rodarius Williams, who figures to be the leader 
of the group. Williams is far and away the most 


experienced player on either side of the ball for 
OSU and will be counted on to make plays and 
provide leadership. 

Beyond Williams, things get interesting. Junior 
Jarrick Bernard-Converse makes the move to 
corner after playing an important role at safety 
each of the past two years. A first-team Academic 
All-Big 12 selection in 2019, Bernard-Converse 
has the intelligence to pick up the new position. 
He also knows his way around, as he’s played in 
every game the past two seasons and started 
21 times. He is an active player who impacts the 
game in a variety of ways, posting 54 tackles, 1.5 
sacks, 2.0 tackles for loss, an interception and five 
pass breakups a year ago. 

Graduate transfer Christian Holmes is a realistic 
candidate to earn a starting spot after playing 
35 games and starting 12 in three seasons at Mis- 
souri. 


Safety 

Safety may be the most well-stocked position 
group on the roster. It starts with junior Kolby 
Harvell-Peel, who earned first-team All-Big 12 
accolades after ranking seventh nationally with 
five interceptions in 2019. Harvell-Peel led the Big 
12 and ranked fourth in the FBS with 1.5 passes 
defended per game and has positioned himself 
as a candidate for the Jim Thorpe Award and All- 
America status entering 2020. 

Junior Tre Sterling was a breakthrough 
performer last season with 70 tackles and eight 
passes broken up and is on the radar for All-Big 
12 honors moving forward. He started 11 of the 12 
games in which he played in 2019 and in the one 
game he didn't start, sophomore Jason Taylor II 
stepped in with little to no drop off. Junior Tanner 
McCalister is an established veteran performer as 
well. 

Sophomore Thomas Harper moves from corner 
to safety and could see significant playing time. 
Sophomores Kanion Williams and Sean Michael 
Flanagan, both of whom provided strong contri- 
butions on special teams in 2019, will get a look 
during the spring. 


Special Teams 

Gone is a three-year starter at kicker in Matt 
Ammendola, but everyone else is back. Junior 
Jake McClure has been effective on kickoffs 
and as a holder and junior Matt Hembrough has 
snapped on both punts and placements without 
incident. 

Identifying a new starter at kicker will be 
important. Sophomore Alex Hale and McClure 
are the most likely candidates, but neither has 
attempted a field goal or PAT to this point of their 
respective OSU careers.

Interview Access 


Coach and player interview access 


Consistent with safety recommendations, 
all interviews with players and coaches will be 
conducted via video conference or phone. This 
includes post-game interviews. 

The Oklahoma State athletics communications 
team will send out links and login credentials in 
advance of each interview session and will record 
all interview sessions and then make them avail- 
able to members of the media upon conclusion. 

Media availability during a typical in-season 
week would include one day with Mike Gundy, 
one day with offensive coaches and players and 
one day with defensive coaches and players. 


Requesting interviews 


All interviews with Oklahoma State coaches 
and student-athletes should be arranged by 
contacting Sean Maguire in the athletics com- 
munications office (sean.maguire@okstate.edu). 
All interview requests should be made at least 24 
hours in advance. 

OSU's first-year players (true freshmen and 
transfers) are not available for interviews. 


Big 12 coaches call 


Head coach Mike Gundy is available via 
teleconference on Mondays as part of the Big 12 
Conference call. Contact the Big 12 Conference 
communications staff for more information. 


Practice availability 


Oklahoma State’s football practices are closed 
to the public and media. On designated interview 
availability days, selected members of the team 
will be made available via video teleconference or 
phone call either before or after practice, depend- 
ing on the team’s schedule that day. 

The Oklahoma State athletics communications 
team will make photos and broadcast-quality 
video available to media outlets on a periodic 
basis during preseason camp and will notify the 
media of those opportunities in advance.

Credentialing 


Anote on credentialing in 2020 


Social distancing has a significant impact on 
seating capacity in the Boone Pickens Stadium 
press box. It may be even more impactful on the 
field, where the tightest sidelines in college foot- 
ball have lost an additional 40 yards of space due 
to the expansion of the team boxes, and that’s 
before social distancing is taken into account. 

Put simply, there is a significant reduction in 
spots available for members of the media on 


game day, which means it is likely that many out- 
lets that are accustomed to being credentialed for 
Oklahoma State football will not be credentialed 
this year. 

No outlet will be approved for more than two 
seats in the press box for a game and it is entirely 
possible that some high-profile outlets won’t even 
get that. 


Credential priority 

The list below reflects some of what is consid- 
ered as part of the approval process for creden- 
tials. 


> Circulation/reach of outlet. 

Daily outlets take priority over non-dailies. 

>» Credible and professional outlets take priority 
over those that produce suggestive, crude and/ 
or unprofessional content. 

>» An online outlet will be considered only if its 
own staff writes an overwhelming percentage 
of that site’s material. 

>» The outlet’s history of attendance and cover- 
age of Oklahoma State football. This includes 
both games and mid-week interview sessions. 

» The outlet’s history of coverage/attendance of 
all Oklahoma State sports.

No season media credentials 

Season credentials are not available. Only 
single-game requests will be approved. With our 
capacity to accommodate members of the media 
limited due to social distancing, every space is 
valuable and it’s important for us to have an exact 
count each week. 


Applying for single-game media credentials 

Credentials for individual games should be 
requested at least one week in advance to ensure 
enough time for mailing. Those requests should 
be made at okstate.com/media. Credentials will 
only be granted to media on assignment and to 
those who cover the Cowboys or their opponent 
on a regular basis. 

Approved passes will be mailed out up until 
the week of the game. Credentials that are ap- 
plied for the week of the game will not be mailed 
out, rather, they will be held at the media will call 
window at Boone Pickens Stadium for pickup on 
game day.

Game day 


Special requests - pregame/postgame shows 

Outlets with special plans such as live pregame 
or postgame shows should notify Sean Maguire 
of any needs, such as power, internet access or 
physical space, no later than Monday the week of 
the game. 

Uplink trucks park on the concrete walkway 
between the Sherman E. Smith Indoor Training 
Center and the turf field immediately to the south 
of it. Uplink trucks that have made arrangements 
will be parked in that area on a first-come, first- 
served basis. 


Media parking on game day 

Media parking is located in the garage just 
north of the intersection of Monroe and Hall of 
Fame. The street address is 509 North Monroe, 
Stillwater, OK, 74078. 

From Sixth Street (Highway 51), the primary 
east-west passage through Stillwater, turn north 
on Monroe Street and proceed through the OSU 
campus through Hall of Fame Avenue to the 
garage. 

From Hall of Fame Avenue, which loops around 
the north side of campus, turn north on Monroe. 
From highway 412, the toll road from Tulsa, take 
the first Stillwater exit from the turnpike. At the 
turnpike gate, go straight through the toll booth 
to Washington Street and take a right at the inter- 
section of Washington and McElroy, followed by 
the first left. 

A shuttle will be available to transport mem- 
bers of the media from the Monroe Street garage 
to the media entrance at the stadium beginning 
three hours prior to kickoff and it will continue to 
operate for an hour after the game. 


Media credential pickup on game day 


The will call window for media credentials 
is located on the south side of Boone Pickens 
Stadium next to Gate 1 (adjacent to the media 
entrance). The window will open three hours 
prior to kickoff and will remain open until kickoff. 
Media arriving after kickoff should call the Boone 
Pickens Stadium press box at 405-744-7740 for 
assistance. 


Please wear a mask 

Both Oklahoma State University and the city 
of Stillwater have ordinances in place for people 
to wear face coverings in public spaces in order 
to stop the spread of COVID-19. This applies to 
Boone Pickens Stadium, the press box and the 
sidelines. 

Acceptable face coverings include R95, KN95, 
dust masks, procedural masks, cotton bandanas, 
neck gaiters, running buffs and some tightly wo- 
ven scarves. Cloth face coverings fashioned from 
household items or made at home from common 
materials at low cost can be used as an additional, 
voluntary public health measure. 


Entering the stadium on game day

Field access 

Photographers with assigned vests are the only 
members of the media allowed on the field before 
and during the game. To obtain a field access 
vest, photographers should report to the press 
box before the game and sign in. 

To access the field at Boone Pickens Sta- 
dium, use the ramp located in the east end zone 
(Gallagher-lba Arena side) of the stadium. Media 
credentials do not permit field access until post- 
game. 


Sideline policies 


Working members of the media who arrive 
before the main stadium gates open an hour- 
and-a-half prior to kickoff should enter Boone 
Pickens Stadium from Gate 1 located on the south 
side of the stadium. Once you enter from Gate 
1, elevators and stairs that lead to the press and 
broadcast levels are located to your right. 

If you arrive after the main stadium gates open, 
we ask that you please enter from the loading 
dock entrance at the southeast corner of the 
stadium. From there, you’d make the first left to 
access the elevators and stairs that lead to the 
press box. 


Press box info 

The press box is located at the southeast 
corner of the stadium on the suite level and opens 
three-and-a-half hours prior to kickoff. 


A note about press box elevators 

In the interest of creating an environment that 
allows for proper physical distancing, members 
of the media are encouraged to avoid elevators 
whenever possible. A staircase is located in the 
southeast corner of the stadium that leads to the 
press box. 


Visiting radio 

The visiting radio booth is located on the roof 
(upper concourse) of Boone Pickens Stadium on 
the south side of the field. Only the official radio 
network of the visiting school will have access to 
the booth. OSU’s radio rights holder, Learfield, 
provides an ISDN line, a POTS line and two 
Ethernet drops in the visitors’ booth as well as a 


Photographers are the only members of the 
media permitted on the sidelines during games. 

Because of the tight sidelines at OSU, shooting 
areas for each game are designated on a field 
map that is distributed with vests. 

There may still be additional changes for the 
2020 season, but generally speaking, bench areas 
on both sidelines are off-limits to media. 

Members of the media should not approach 
Cowboy players or coaches until the designated 
time for interview availability after the game. 


Photo work room 

The photo work room at Boone Pickens 
Stadium is located on the field level and can be 
accessed by taking the southwest tunnel (the 
same tunnel used by Bullet to enter the stadium) 
and turning left. The work room is equipped with 
Internet access and flip cards. 

A photo vest, which can only be obtained in 
the press box, must be visible for admittance into 
that area. This is this location where we respect- 
fully ask all photographers to return their vests 
after the game.

The Cowboys have averaged 9.3 wins per year since 2010, a mark 


that ranks 12th in the FBS during that span. 


Gundy has led the Cowboys to a 58-30 record against Big 12 opposition since 2010, a mark that is 
good for second-best in the conference during that span. His 77 career wins in Big 12 games ranks 
fourth in the history of the conference, trailing only Bob Stoops, Mack Brown and Bill Snyder on the 
all-time chart. 


OSU has scored eight victories over teams ranked in the Associated Press top 10 since 2008. 


Since 2010, the Cowboys have averaged 39.9 points and 494.0 yards of total offense per game. 
Oklahoma State has ranked in the top 10 nationally in scoring offense six times during Gundy’s 
tenure as head coach and has ranked in the top 10 nationally in total offense seven times. The 
Cowboys led the nation in turnover margin in 2011 and have ranked in the top 10 nationally in that 
category in four times since the start of the 2011 season. 


OSU's current streak of 14 straight bowl games is the best in the history of the program. 
Gundy is one of only eight active coaches with more than 100 wins at his current school. 
27 Gundy-era Cowboys have been drafted into the NFL, with six chosen in the first round. 


Just since 2017, Gundy has coached the leading passer in the FBS (Mason Rudolph in 2017), the 
leading receiver in the FBS (James Washington in 2017) and the leading rusher in the FBS (Chuba 
Hubbard in 2019). 


Gundy’s coaching tree has blossomed. Former Gundy assistants include Houston head coach 

Dana Holgorsen, UNLV head coach Marcus Arroyo, Texas State head coach Jake Spavital, Texas 
offensive coordinator Mike Yurcich, Georgia offensive coordinator Todd Monken and Baylor offensive 
coordinator Larry Fedora. Other notable former Gundy assistants include UMass head coach Walt 
Bell, Virginia Tech offensive coordinator Brad Cornelson, Georgia Tech defensive coordinator Andrew 
Thacker, Indiana safeties coach Jason Jones, Missouri running backs coach Curtis Luper, Cincinnati 
Bengals running backs coach Jemal Singleton and Louisville wide receivers coach Gunter Brewer, 
among several others. 


OSU has also excelled in the classroom during Mike Gundy’s tenure as head coach. In 2018, Oklahoma 
State was one of only five FBS programs to earn the AFCA’s Academic Achievement Award. Cowboy 
football posted a perfect score of 1,000 on the NCAA Academic Progress Rate (APR) that same year. 
Also in 2018, the Cowboys led the Big 12 and set a program record with 26 overall Academic All-Big 
12 selections. In the APR data released in 2019, OSU ranked second in the Big 12 with a multi-year 
APR rate of 982, a mark that ranks as the best for OSU since the NCAA began its tracking. 
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Mike Gundy is a true Cowboy. 


He has spent more than half of his life either quarterbacking or coaching at Oklahoma State and is the 
head coach presiding over the era of greatest sustained success in the history of the program. 


What he has done at Oklahoma State is remarkable. When he took over as head coach in 2005, the 
OSU football program had an all-time record of 473-492-47 (49.1 pct.). With Gundy at the helm, OSU is 
129-64-0 (66.8 pct.). Oklahoma State had 16 bowl appearances in its 104-year history prior to Gundy, 
but with him as head coach, the Cowboys have made 14 bowl appearances in 15 years. 


He didn’t take over a program known for consistent success, but Oklahoma State has indeed become a 
powerful program under his watch. How did it happen? 


There are a number of key factors in the Cowboys’ rise to prominence, but one of the most notable 
is that Gundy identified and executed a blueprint for success at Oklahoma State that starts with the 
culture and people and extends into success on the field. 


The Cowboy Culture 


What’s interesting about Gundy’s “Cowboy Culture” is that Gundy readily admits that in his early 
years as coach, he didn’t have a name for it and wasn’t strategically plotting a path that led to it. He 
just consistently made decisions based on what he thought was the right thing to do and empowered 
others to do the same.

9. 99 Pat Fitzgerald, Northwestern 14th year on-field success, it also shows up off the field, 
most notably in the area of academics. 


Take into consideration that through the spring of 2020, 332 Gundy-era players have graduated from 
Oklahoma State and that the Cowboy football program posted a perfect score of 1,000 on the NCAA's 
Academic Progress Rate (APR) in 2018. Additionally, OSU football’s multi-year APR rate of 982 that was 
announced in 2019 represented the highest it has achieved since the APR was implemented in 2003. 


The Cowboys led the Big 12 and set a program record with 20 first-team Academic All-Big 12 selections 
in 2017, then followed that up with a conference-best and school-record 26 overall Academic All-Big 

12 honorees in 2018 and 20 honorees again in 2019. The Cowboys’ 112 overall Academic All-Big 12 
honorees the last five years ranks OSU second in the league during that time span, behind only Kansas 
State. 


In 2017, three Cowboys - running back Justice Hill, center Brad Lundblade and fullback Britton Abbott 
- earned spots on the CoSIDA Academic All-America team and both Abbott and Hill repeated in 2018. 
During Gundy’s time as head coach at Oklahoma State, his players have received CoSIDA Academic All- 
America honors eight times and CoSIDA Academic All-District honors 10 times. 


In addition to the academic recognition from CoSIDA, Lundblade was one of 10 finalists for the 2017 
National Football Foundation Campbell Trophy, which is also known as the Academic Heisman. He was 
also one of only three student-athletes who represented the Big 12 Conference on the NCAA Autonomy 
Governance Committee in 2017. 


It’s hard to instill a culture that produces that kind of fruit in a short period of time, so Gundy’s 
longevity and staying power have both factored into OSU’s success. 


Gundy is the third-longest tenured coach at his active school in the FBS, trailing only Kirk Ferentz at 
lowa and Gary Patterson at TCU. His 77 career wins in Big 12 Conference games ranks fourth in the 
history of the league, trailing only Bob Stoops, Mack Brown and Bill Snyder.

Defensive line coach Joe Bob Clements joined 
the Oklahoma State coaching staff in January 
of 2013 immediately after helping lead his alma 
mater, Kansas State, to the Big 12 title in 2012. 
Four of Clements’ seven years in Stillwater 
have resulted in 10-win seasons for OSU. 


OSU has produced a first-team All-Big 12 
defensive lineman in six of Clements’ seven 
seasons in Stillwater - DT Calvin Barnett in 
2013, DE Emmanuel Ogbah in 2014 and 2015, 
DT Vincent Taylor in 2016, DT DeQuinton 
Osborne in 2017 and DE Jordan Brailford in 
2018. 


Oklahoma State has had two players lead the 
Big 12 in sacks and Clements coached both of 
them - Emmanuel Ogbah, who averaged 1.00 
per game in 2015 and Jordan Brailford, who 
had 0.69 per game in 2018. 


Five of Clements’ seven seasons in Stillwater 
have produced a team tackles for loss total 
that ranks among the top 10 single-season 
marks in school history. 


In Clements’ seven seasons in Stillwater, 

the OSU defensive line has averaged 24.2 
sacks per season. In the three years prior to 
Clements’ arrival, Cowboy defensive linemen 
averaged 19.5 sacks per season. 


Despite losing every starter from the previous 
season, the Cowboy defensive line of 2019 

had just one fewer tackle than the 2018 unit. 
The inexperienced 2019 group combined to 
record 30 quarterback hurries and 12 passes 
broken up, both of which represent the highest 
marks recorded for an OSU defensive line since 
Clements arrived in 2013. As a team, OSU had 
47 quarterback hurries in 2019, a mark that 
ranks second in school history. 


The Cowboys of 2018 led the Big 12 and ranked 
10th nationally with 3.00 sacks per game 

and ranked second in the Big 12 and 20th 
nationally with 7.4 tackles for loss per game. 


Clements’ 2017 defensive line finished with 
more tackles for loss than any other defensive 
line unit during the Mike Gundy era at 
Oklahoma State (2005-present), as the 2017 
defensive linemen combined for 53.5 tackles 
for loss. The previous record was 52, set in 
2016. Additionally, the Cowboy defensive line 
amassed 189 yards from sacks and 277 yards 


from tackles for loss in 2017, both of which 
rank as the most for an OSU d-line during the 
Gundy era. 


Defensive tackle Vincent Taylor finished 2016 
as the FBS leader with four blocked kicks and 
his 12.5 tackles for loss and 7.0 sacks were the 
most for any interior defensive lineman in the 
Big 12. He earned first-team All-Big 12 honors 
from both the coaches and the media. 


Clements’ top pupil in 2015 was first-team 
All-America defensive end Emmanuel Ogbah, 
who was a finalist for the Ted Hendricks Award 
presented to the nation’s top defensive end 
and earned Big 12 Defensive Player of the 

Year honors from both the coaches and the 
Associated Press. 


In 2014, defensive end Emmanuel Ogbah 
became the first Oklahoma State player ever 
named Big 12 defensive lineman of the year 
and became just the fifth OSU defensive 
lineman - the second in Clements’ first two 
years at OSU - to earn first-team All-Big 12 
honors. 


During Clements’ 16 combined years as 

a player, staffer and full-time assistant 

coach at K-State, the Wildcats won two 

Big 12 championships, four Big 12 North 
championships, won nine or more games ina 
season 11 times and won 10 or more games ina 
season nine times. 


In 2012, K-State led the Big 12 in scoring 
defense, ranked second in the conference in 
rushing defense, turnovers gained and sacks 
and was third in both total defense and pass 
efficiency defense. One of Clements’ defensive 
ends, Meshak Williams, was honored as Big 12 
defensive lineman of the year after leading the 
league in sacks and another, Adam Davis, was 
a second-team all-Big 12 honoree who led the 
league with four fumbles forced. 


From 2004-05, Clements served as K-State’s 
recruiting coordinator. The two recruiting 
classes he spearheaded produced future NFL 
players Zac Diles, Yamon Figurs, Tearrius 
George, Justin McKinney and Reggie Walker. 


Clements spent seven seasons as a full-time 
member of the K-State coaching staff, plus two 
seasons at San Diego State and one season at 
Kansas prior to joining the staff at OSU. 


At San Diego State from 2006-07, Clements’ 
time was highlighted by the performance 

of first-team all-Mountain West Conference 
defensive lineman Antwan Applewhite. In 
Applewhite, Clements coached the first Aztec 
defensive lineman to earn first-team all- 
Mountain West Conference honors in seven 
years. 


At Kansas in 2008, Clements helped coach the 
Jayhawks to an eight-win season and a win 
over division champion and archrival Missouri. 
The 2008 Jayhawks picked up a convincing 42- 
21 win over Minnesota in the Insight Bowl. 


Clements broke into coaching as a student 
assistant at K-State in 1999, was elevated to a 
graduate assistant post with the Wildcats in 
2001 and earned his first full-time coaching 
position when Bill Snyder promoted him to 
K-State defensive ends coach in 2003. 


Clements played defensive end at K-State from 
1994-98. He was a member of five bowl teams 
with the Wildcats, highlighted by trips to the 
Cotton and Fiesta Bowls. 


Clements graduated from Kansas State in 1999 
with a bachelor’s degree in mass communica- 
tions, then added a master’s degree in counsel- 
ing (student development) from K-State in 
2009.

Clements and his wife, Pelusa, have four chil- 
dren, Orianna, Chance, Emma and Kaden.

¢ A 32-year coaching veteran, Charlie Dickey 
joined the Oklahoma State coaching staff 
in February of 2019 after coaching 10 years 
under Bill Snyder at Kansas State. Dickey was 
an original member of Snyder’s staff upon his 
return in 2009 and was promoted to run game 
coordinator prior to the 2016 season. 


* In his first season in Stillwater, his offensive 
line paved the way for Chuba Hubbard to lead 
the FBS with 2,094 rushing yards and earn 
All-America and Big 12 Offensive Player of the 
Year status. The Cowboys of 2019 averaged 
229.6 rushing yards per game - OSU’s best 
mark since 2008. OSU ranked in the top 25 
nationally in rushing offense, total offense 
and red zone offense. OSU’s 2,985 rushing 
yards ranked seventh in school history and the 
Cowboys’ 5.31 yards per rush ranked sixth in 
school history. 


* With Dickey serving as the leader of the 
offensive line, K-State’s offensive identity 
throughout his time in Manhattan centered 
around physical play up front. During his 10 
years with the Wildcats, K-State offensive 
linemen picked up three All-America honors 
and 23 All-Big 12 honors, including 11 first-team 
accolades. 


* Dickey was part of a K-State coaching staff 
that led the Wildcats to the 2012 Big 12 
title. His offensive line paved the way for 
quarterback Collin Klein to be a Heisman 
Trophy finalist that season. Dickey’s line helped 
K-State finish fourth in the Big 12 in rushing 
offense and second in the league in fewest 
sacks allowed. Four of Dickey’s five regular 
starters in 2012 earned all-conference honors. 


* In each of Dickey’s final three seasons in 
Manhattan, K-State ranked in the top four in 
the Big 12 in rushing offense, despite playing 
far fewer snaps than other teams in the league 
who utilized up-tempo schemes. 


¢ Under Dickey, K-State’s B.J. Finney was an 
All-American in 2014 and Dalton Risner was a 
two-time All-American in 2017 and 2018. 


¢ During the 2018 NFL season, Dickey saw three 
of his former K-State pupils on active rosters 


- B.J. Finney with the Pittsburgh Steelers, 
Cornelius Lucas with the Los Angeles Rams 
and Cody Whitehair with the Chicago Bears. 
Additionally, Tavon Rooks was a draft pick of 
the New Orleans Saints in 2014. 


Dickey came to K-State after capping his 
fourth year at Utah with an undefeated 13-0 
campaign and a win over No. 4 Alabama in 

the Sugar Bowl. Dickey was instrumental in 
Utah’s success on offense when he took charge 
of the offensive line in 2005 and his position 
was regarded as a Ute stronghold from that 
day on. In 2006, the Utes were the last team in 
the country to allow a sack - going six games 
before anyone got to the quarterback. 


In 2008, offensive tackle Zane Beadles and 
guard Robert Conley were first-team All- 
Mountain West Conference selections under 
Dickey and protected and paved the way for 
quarterback Brian Johnson, the 2008 MWC 
Offensive Player of the Year and Sugar Bowl 
Most Outstanding Player. 


During his time at Utah, Dickey coached four 
first team all-conference players in center Jesse 
Boone (2005), tackles Tavo Tupola (2006) and 
Beadles (2008) and guard Conley (2008). In 
2007, both Beadles and Conley won second- 
team honors for the Utes. 


Dickey coached in the Pac-10 for 13 years 
before heading to Utah, spending 12 years 
at his alma mater, Arizona, and one season 
at Washington. At Arizona, he coached 

the offensive line from 1992-2002 and the 
tight ends in 2003. In 2004, Dickey went to 
Washington as the Huskies’ offensive line 
coach. 


While at Arizona, Dickey developed first 
team all-conference linemen Warner Smith 
(1994) and Yusuf Scott (1998). Scott won the 
1998 Morris Trophy, which is presented to the 
league’s outstanding offensive lineman. 


Dickey began his coaching career after playing 
one season for the Pittsburgh Steelers during 
the 1987 NFL strike. In 1988, he worked at 
Arizona as a graduate assistant coach before 
tutoring the offensive line at Scottsdale 
Community College in 1989 and at Northern 
Arizona from 1990-91. 


In his playing days, Dickey started at offensive 
guard at Arizona from 1983-84 - compiling 

a streak of 1,230 consecutive offensive plays, 
including all 840 offensive plays of the 1983 
season. He was named a second-team Alll- 
Pac-10 performer in 1984 and was Arizona’s 
Offensive Most Valuable Player. Before going 
to Arizona, he completed an all-conference 
community-college career at Scottsdale 
Community College.

Tim Duffie joined the Oklahoma State staff 

in March of 2013 and coaches the Cowboy 
cornerbacks. He coached the OSU safeties in 
2013 and 2014. Four of Duffie’s seven years on 
staff have resulted in 10-win seasons for the 
Cowboys. 


Duffie coached A.J. Green to second-team All- 
Big 12 honors in 2018 and again in 2019. Green 
and fellow starting cornerback Rodarius Wil- 
liams combined to break up 19 passes in 2018 
- amark that represented half of the team’s 
overall total. 


Thanks in part to the downfield coverage pro- 
vided by Duffie’s cornerbacks, Oklahoma State 
led the Big 12 and ranked 10th in the FBS with 
3.00 sacks per game in 2018. 


Starting a freshman and a sophomore at 
cornerback in 2017, OSU led the Big 12 and 
ranked 15th nationally in passes intercepted. 

In fact, cornerback A.J. Green provided one of 
the signature moments of the season when he 
picked off a pass in the end zone in the waning 
seconds to seal the Cowboys’ win at No. 24 
lowa State. Green tied for second in the Big 12 
with four interceptions on the season. All four 
of his picks came in conference games. 


Duffie’s cornerbacks played a role in OSU lead- 
ing the Big 12 in turnovers gained in 2016. 


In 2015, Duffie coached first-team All-Big 12 
cornerback Kevin Peterson, who was a semifi- 
nalist for the Jim Thorpe Award, presented to 
the nation’s top defensive back. 


Duffie’s troops helped Oklahoma State rank 
in the top 10 nationally in turnovers gained in 
both 2013 and 2015. 


In his first season in Stillwater, the Cowboys 
showed significant improvement by holding 
opponents to 21.6 points per game, down from 
28.2 points per game the year prior to his ar- 
rival. 


The Cowboys finished 2013 ranked in the 
top 25 nationally in scoring defense (19th), 
turnovers gained (fifth), passes intercepted 


(third), red zone defense (seventh), pass 
efficiency defense (sixth), tackles for loss 
(16th) and third-down conversion percentage 
defense (seventh) just one year after ranking 
in the top 25 nationally in only one of those 
categories (tackles for loss - 25th in 2012). 


The 2013 Cowboys ranked third in school 
history in yards per pass attempt defense 
and third in pass efficiency defense. OSU’s 

21 interceptions in Duffie’s first year were the 
sixth-highest total in school history and its 60 
pass breakups ranked seventh. 


Duffie coached Daytawion Lowe to second- 
team All-Big 12 honors 2013. 


In 2014, one of Duffie’s pupils, sophomore safe- 
ty Jordan Sterns, became the first Oklahoma 
State underclassman to record 100 tackles in 

a season in 18 years. Under Duffie’s coaching, 
Sterns earned All-Big 12 honors in both 2015 
and 2016. 


Duffie came to Stillwater after spending the 
2012 season coaching the secondary at Wake 
Forest. In his lone season at Wake, the Demon 
Deacons led the Atlantic Coast Conference and 
ranked 25th nationally in turnover margin. 


Prior to his time at Wake Forest, Duffie spent 
2008-11 at Colorado State. He was cornerbacks 
coach from 2008-10 and then coached the 
entire Rams secondary in 2011. He served as 
CSU’s primary recruiter for the state of Texas. 


While in Fort Collins, Duffie was heavily 
involved in recruiting much of CSU’s top talent, 
including Crockett Gillmore, an all-conference 
performer in his first season as a tight end in 
2011, Weston Richburg, a 2010 freshman All- 
American, and Austin Gray, a 12-game starter 
at safety as a freshman in 2011. In his first year 
at the reins of the Rams full secondary in 2011, 
Duffie was instrumental in helping CSU finish 
the regular season ranked 14th in the nation by 
allowing only 179.6 passing yards per game. 


Duffie broke into coaching at UTEP, where 

he served as a graduate assistant coaching 
linebackers in 2000 and then safeties in 2001. 
He was elevated to his first full-time position 
coaching the Miners safeties from 2002-03 
then served as UTEP’s linebackers coach from 
2004-06 and back to safeties in 2007. 


During his time at UTEP, he coached nine 
all-conference athletes, the 2004 Western 
Athletic Conference Defensive Player of the 
Year in Robert Rodriguez and a second-round 
NFL draft choice in Thomas Howard. Howard 
went on to become an everyday starter for the 
Oakland Raiders and Cincinnati Bengals. 


As a two-year starter and four-year letterwin- 
ner playing for coach Spike Dykes at Texas 
Tech, Duffie had 202 tackles, six tackles for 


loss, one sack, three passes broken up and two 
interceptions from 1996-99. As a senior, he 
started all 11 games and racked up a single- 
game career-high 18 tackles at Missouri. A 
second-team all-state selection at Jefferson 
High School in his hometown of Jefferson, Tex- 
as, Duffie earned Cypress Valley Player of the 
Year honors and was an all-district performer 
on three occasions. In addition to football, he 
lettered in basketball, baseball and track. 


¢ Duffie earned a bachelor’s degree in exercise 
and sports science from Texas Tech in 1999 and 
a master’s in education administration from 
UTEP in 2002.

* Receivers coach Kasey Dunn joined the 
Oklahoma State staff in February of 2011 and 
was elevated to Associate Head Coach in 2019. 
He was promoted to offensive coordinator in 
January of 2020. 


* 2020 marks his 10th season with the Cowboys 
and makes him the longest consecutively- 
serving OSU football assistant since 1962. 


* Recognized as one of the best receivers 
coaches in college football, Dunn was honored 
by both 247Sports and Footbal/Scoop as the 
Wide Receivers Coach of the Year in 2017. 


* In his nine years with the Cowboys, his 
receivers have earned All-Big 12 honors 10 
times and OSU has had at least one All-Big 12 
receiver in all but one of Dunn’s years on staff. 


* The Cowboys have won at least 10 games five 
times with Dunn on staff. 


* Dunn recruited and coached James 
Washington at OSU. The winner of the 2017 
Biletnikoff Award and a unanimous All- 
American, Washington finished his career as 
OSU’s career receiving yards leader and as the 
second-most productive receiver in the history 
of the Big 12 Conference with 4,472 receiving 
yards to his credit. Washington finished his 
career with 39 receiving touchdowns, a mark 
that ranks fifth in Big 12 history. 


* Dunn coached Justin Blackmon to the 2011 
Biletnikoff Award as America’s top wide 
receiver in addition to coaching him to 
unanimous All-America recognition. Under 
Dunn’s watch, Blackmon set the OSU single- 
season record for receptions in 2011 and was 
the fifth overall pick in the 2012 NFL Draft. 


* Dunn recruited and coached 2018 All-American 
and Biletnikoff Award finalist Tylan Wallace. 


* In Dunn’s nine seasons at Oklahoma State, the 
Cowboys have ranked in the top 10 nationally 
in scoring offense three times, ranked in the 
top 10 nationally in passing offense six times 
and ranked in the top 10 nationally in yards per 
pass attempt four times. 


In 2017, the Cowboys became the first offense 
in Big 12 history with a 4,000-yard passer 
(Mason Rudolph), two 1,000-yard receivers 
(James Washington and Marcell Ateman) and a 
1,000-yard rusher (Justice Hill). 


Seven of Dunn’s nine seasons at OSU rank 
among the top 10 in school history for scoring 
offense, total offense, passing offense and 
passing touchdowns. He has coached seven 
1,000-yard receivers in his nine years at OSU. 


In 2017, Dunn coached what many considered 
to be the best group of receivers in the nation. 
Four different Cowboys had at least 500 
receiving yards and five receiving touchdowns 
that season, both of which were firsts in school 
history. 


Dunn came to Oklahoma State after coaching 
receivers at Southern Miss in 2010. During his 
year at Southern Miss, the Golden Eagles went 
8-5 and played in the Beef O’Brady’s Bowl. The 
Golden Eagles ranked 18th nationally in total 
offense and were 15th nationally in scoring 
offense. 


With the Seahawks in 2009, Dunn oversaw 
running backs Julius Jones and Justin Forsett 
as they combined for 291 carries for 1,282 yards 
and 76 receptions for 582 yards. 


A 1992 University of Idaho graduate, Dunn was 
a standout receiver at Idaho from 1987-91. He 
was a three-time All-American who ended his 
career with school records in receptions (268), 
yards (3,847) and was second in touchdowns 
(25). At the end of his career, his catch total 
and receiving yards ranked second all-time in 
the Football Championship Subdivision, trailing 
only Jerry Rice. 


Dunn led the nation in both receptions per 
game (8.0 avg.) and receiving yards per game 
(105.8 avg.) as a junior in 1990. He ranked No. 
3 nationally with 85 catches as a senior. The 
Vandals claimed three Big Sky Conference 
titles during his playing career and went 24-12. 


A native of San Diego, Calif., he went on to 
play professionally with British Columbia 
(1992) and Edmonton (1993) of the CFL, and 
Houston (1992) of the NFL before launching his 
coaching career. 


Dunn has worked on both sides of the ball 
during stops at Arizona (2004-06), TCU 
(2003), Washington State (1998-2002), New 
Mexico (1996-97) and Idaho (1993 and 1995). 
In addition, he served minority internships with 
both the NFL’s Seattle Seahawks (2003) and 
Denver Broncos (1997). 


He also worked during the 2007 season on the 
Baylor staff, where he held the title of special 
teams coordinator and wide receivers coach, 
and was elevated to assistant head coach early 
in his tenure. 


¢ Before his stop at Baylor, Dunn was the running 
backs coach at Arizona where he mentored 
three future NFL backs. 


¢ During his five-year tenure on Mike Price’s 
Washington State staff, he served as running 
backs coach. In addition, he was the special 
teams coordinator his final three seasons. In 
2001, he was also elevated to assistant head 
coach. In his time in Pullman, the Cougars went 
to back-to-back bowl games for the first time 
in school history (2001 Sun Bowl and 2003 
Rose Bowl) and started a three-year run of 
10-victory campaigns.

*« A 34-year coaching veteran who came to OSU 
after coaching running backs at the University 
of Houston in 2014, Dan Hammerschmidt 
played safety at Colorado State from 1982-85 
before breaking into the coaching ranks as a 
student assistant with the Rams in 1986. 


* In four of Hammerschmidt’s five seasons in 
Stillwater, he has produced a first-team All-Big 
12 safety. Jordan Sterns earned the honor in 
both 2015 and 2016. In 2017, Tre Flowers was a 
first-team All-Big 12 selection by the coaches 
and a third-team All-American by the AFCA. 
Sophomore Kolby Harvell-Peel earned the All- 
Big 12 distinction in 2019. 


* In 2019, Harvell-Peel ranked fourth in the 
FBS in passes defended and seventh in total 
interceptions. He set a school record with 
six passes broken up against lowa State and 
finished the season with 18 passes defended, a 
mark that ranks sixth in school history. 


* OSU's safeties were responsible for 259 
tackles, 15.5 tackles for loss, 4.0 sacks, seven 
interceptions, 27 pass break ups, four quarter- 
back hurries, two fumble recoveries and three 
forced fumbles. 


* In 2019, Hammerschmidt’s safeties played a 
key role in Oklahoma State showing significant 
defensive improvement from the previous sea- 
son. In 2018, the Cowboys allowed an average 
of 32.5 points and 452.5 yards per game, but in 
2019, those numbers improved to 26.8 points 
per game and 412.3 yards per game. The 
Cowboys of 2019 held each of their final six 
opponents below their season scoring average. 


* Despite fielding the youngest and least-expe- 
rienced position group on the 2018 roster, OSU 
safeties produced 36% of OSU’s total tackles. 
Of the top five Cowboy tacklers in 2018, three 
were Safeties. (Jarrick Bernard and Kolby 
Harvell-Peel were true freshmen.) 


* In 2017, OSU led the Big 12 and ranked 15th na- 
tionally in passes intercepted. Ramon Richards 
provided one of the signature moments of the 
season when he picked off a pass in the end 
zone to seal OSU’s overtime win at Texas. 


In Hammerschmidt’s first three years on staff, 
OSU excelled at takeaways. The Cowboys 
finished second in the league with 28 turnovers 
gained in 2015 and tied for first in 2016 with 25 
turnovers gained. In 2017, OSU led the league 
with 17 interceptions. 


Hammerschmidt served as a graduate assistant 
at TCU in 1987 before earning his first full-time 
appointment at Duke, where he coached 
outside linebackers, special teams and the 
secondary from 1988-94. He helped the Blue 
Devils to a pair of bowl appearances in 1989 
and 1994. 


He coached the secondary at Virginia Military 
Institute in 1995 before returning to his alma 
mater, where he coached the Colorado State 
receivers from 1996-2000. He moved into 

the role of co-offensive coordinator and 
quarterbacks coach and served in that capacity 
from 2001-07. 


With Hammerschmidt on staff, CSU appeared 
in seven bowl games and quarterback Bradlee 
Van Pelt earned Mountain West Conference 
Offensive Player of the Year accolades in 2002 
and 2003. Eight of Hammerschmidt’s pupils at 
CSU earned all-conference recognition. 


He coached wide receivers at Rice in 2008, 
and his one year with the Owls resulted in 
Jarrett Dillard becoming the first Owl to earn 
All-America honors from the Football Writers 
Association of America since 1958. Buoyed by 
the 20 touchdown receptions he made with 
Hammerschmidt as his position coach, Dillard 
finished his career as the NCAA’s all-time 
leader with 59 career touchdown receptions. 


From there, Hammerschmidt served as 
assistant head coach and mentored the 
receivers and tight ends at Wyoming in 2009, 
then returned to Fort Collins, where he was 
passing game coordinator and receivers coach 
at Colorado State from 2010-11. 


Hammerschmidt was an offensive assistant 
with the Houston Texans from 2012-13. With 
Hammerschmidt on staff, the Texans set a 
franchise record with 26.0 points per game 
in 2012 as seven offensive players earned Pro 
Bowl invites. Arian Foster led the NFL with 
17 touchdowns and ranked second in the 
AFC with 1,424 yards rushing, while receiver 
Andre Johnson had 1,598 yards receiving and 
four touchdowns. Quarterback Matt Schaub 
earned Pro Bowl honors as did three offensive 
linemen: left tackle Duane Brown, left guard 
Wade Smith and center Chris Myers. 


Hammerschmidt returned to the college 

ranks in 2014 as running backs coach at the 
University of Houston. During his one season, 
the Cougars ranked second in American 
Athletic Conference in rushing offense with 
183.8 yards per game and running back 
Kenneth Farrow led the league with 20 rushing 
touchdowns, ranked second with 1,037 rushing 


yards and was among the top 40 players in the 
nation by averaging 5.58 yards per carry.

* With more than 30 years of college coaching 
experience, Jim Knowles joined the Oklahoma 
State coaching staff as defensive coordinator 
in January of 2018. 


*« Knowles came to Stillwater after an eight- 
year run at Duke, where he was an integral 
part in leading the Blue Devils to five bowl 
appearances in his last six years - a feat that 
had never previously been achieved at Duke. 
He was elevated to the role of assistant head 
coach immediately following the 2017 season. 


* In each of his two years at Oklahoma State, a 
Cowboy defender has earned first-team All- 
Big 12 recognition, with defensive end Jordan 
Brailford being recognized in 2018 and safety 
Kolby Harvell-Peel in 2019. 


* The Oklahoma State defense showed sig- 
nificant improvement from year one to year 
two of his tenure as coordinator. In 2018, the 
Cowboys allowed an average of 32.5 points 
and 452.5 yards per game, but in 2019, those 
numbers improved to 26.8 points per game 
and 412.3 yards per game. The Cowboys of 
2019 held each of their final six opponents 
below their season scoring average. 


* The Cowboys of 2019 recorded 47 quarterback 
hurries, a mark that ranks second in school 
history. 


* Inhis first year at OSU in 2018, the Cowboys 
beat four ranked teams, highlighted by a pair 
of top-10 wins over No. 6 Texas and No. 7 West 
Virginia. OSU led the Big 12 and ranked 10th in 
the FBS in sacks per game and ranked second 
in the Big 12 and 20th nationally in tackles for 
loss per game. 


* In his final season in Durham, the Blue Devils 
ranked in the top 25 nationally in total defense, 
passing defense, pass efficiency defense, 
scoring defense, third-down defense, fourth- 
down defense and fewest first downs allowed. 
Additionally, Duke was in the top 25 nationally 
in fewest penalties committed per game. 


* In 2013, Knowles’ defense helped Duke to a 
10-win season and an appearance in the ACC 
Championship Game, both of which were firsts 
in school history. 


From 2004-09, Knowles served as head coach 
at Cornell, where he compiled a 26-34 record 
in his six seasons at the helm of his alma mater. 


A 1987 graduate of Cornell, Knowles spent nine 
years (1988-96) as an assistant coach at his 
alma mater, helping the Big Red to Ivy League 
championships in 1988 and 1990. 


In his first stint at Cornell, he coached 
defensive line (1988), running backs (1989-94) 
and linebackers (1995-96) while coordinating 
the staff’s recruiting efforts (1995-96). 


Knowles’ first stint in major-conference football 
came in 2003, when he served as linebackers 
coach and recruiting coordinator under David 
Cutcliffe at Ole Miss, where he helped the 
Rebels to a 10-3 record, a share of the SEC 
Western Division title and a 31-28 victory over 
Oklahoma State in the Cotton Bowl. 


Knowles helped the Ole Miss defense rank 
14th in the nation in rushing defense while 
the Rebels held eight opponents — including 
eventual national champion LSU — to 21 or 
fewer points. 


Following his lone season in Oxford, Knowles 
returned to Cornell as head coach. 


In his first season as head coach of the Big 
Red, Knowles turned a 1-9 squad that lost 
seven games by at least two touchdowns into 
a 4-6 unit that went 4-3 in conference play and 
lost all six contests by 10 points or less. 


Cornell’s 2004 squad became the first team in 
Ivy League history to go from zero conference 
wins to a winning league slate in just one 
season. Under Knowles, Cornell posted three 
consecutive seasons (2005-06-07) at .500 or 
better for the first time since 1990-91-92 and, 
in 2007, enjoyed a stretch of scoring 30 or 
more points in four straight games for the first 
time since 1921 while home attendance nearly 
doubled from the 2006 campaign. 


Knowles returned to the major college ranks 
immediately after the 2009 season, when he 
reunited with Cutcliffe at Duke to serve as 
defensive coordinator. 


In 2017, Duke’s defense was one of the best in 
the ACC, ranking among the league’s leaders 
in both scoring defense (third) and total 
defense (fourth). The Blue Devils allowed just 
20.23 points per game, marking the program’s 
lowest total since 1977, and surrendered more 
than 24 points just twice. Duke was one of just 
four defenses in the ACC to have four players 
register 9.0 tackles for loss or more each. 


In 2013, Duke’s defense included three first 
team All-ACC picks in linebacker Kelby Brown, 
Jeremy Cash and cornerback Ross Cockrell, 
marking Duke’s highest total of defensive first 


team selections since 1974. With 133 tackles 

on the year, linebacker Helton led the ACC in 
total stops while Cash finished second with 121. 
Brown was tops in the league in tackles per 
game (10.4) in conference play. 


* The Blue Devils recorded 26 takeaways in 
2013 — the fourth-highest total in the ACC 
— and their average points allowed in the 
fourth quarter (4.64) ranked second in the 
conference, trailing only national champion 
Florida State. In addition, Duke won all four of 
its road ACC games by allowing an average of 
19.5 points per contest in victories over North 
Carolina, Virginia, Virginia Tech and Wake 
Forest.

« A native of Philadelphia, Pa., Knowles was 
a three-year letterman and All-lvy League 
selection as a defensive end at Cornell before 
graduating in 1987 with a bachelor’s degree 
from the School of Industrial and Labor 
Relations. He and his wife, Nancy, have three 
children — Halle, Luke and Jack.

The 2011 American Football Coaches 
Association FCS Assistant Coach of the 

Year, Jason McEndoo spent 12 seasons as 

an assistant coach at Montana State prior to 
coming to Oklahoma State in February of 2015. 


At Oklahoma State, McEndoo coaches the 
Cowboy Backs - a flexible tight end/fullback 
hybrid position that is utilized in a number of 
ways within the construct of the offense. 


Oklahoma State has won 10 games in three of 
McEndoo’s five seasons in Stillwater. 


Academic success has been a hallmark of 
McEndoo’s Cowboy Backs, as he’s coached 
17 Academic All-Big 12 selections in his 
five seasons in Stillwater. In 2017, McEndoo 
coached Britton Abbott to a spot on the 
CoSIDA Academic All-America team. 


Thanks in part to work done by McEndoo’s 
Cowboy Backs, Oklahoma State has increased 
its yearly rushing total in each of the past five 
seasons. In 2015, the Cowboys averaged 3.58 
yards per rush and 126.85 yards per game. 
That improved to 4.53 yards per rush and 
171.00 yards per game in 2016 and then to 4.63 
yards per rush and 179.77 yards per game in 
2017. OSU averaged 4.78 yards per rush and 
190.31 yards per game in 2018, then in 2019 
averaged 5.31 yards per rush and 229.6 yards 
per game. 


The 2019 Cowboy Backs helped pave the 

way for Chuba Hubbard to lead the FBS with 
2,094 rushing yards and earn All-America 

and Big 12 Offensive Player of the Year status. 
The Cowboys of 2019 averaged 229.6 rushing 
yards per game - OSU’s best mark since 2008. 
OSU ranked in the top 25 nationally in rushing 
offense, total offense and red zone offense. 


In 2018, McEndoo’s Cowboy Backs factored 
into the OSU offense ranking in the top 15 
nationally in scoring offense, total offense, 
passing offense and first downs. Additionally, 
the Cowboys ranked second in the Big 12 

in rushing offense (190.3 yards per game), 
rushing touchdowns (30) and rushing yards 
per carry (4.8). The rushing yards per game 
and rushing yards per attempt numbers are 


the best for an OSU team since 2012. OSU had 
four games with 200 or more yards rushing 
and led the Big 12 with 28 rushing touchdowns 
that were scored from within the red zone. 


The Cowboy Backs helped pave the way for 
one of the best team rushing performances of 
the Mike Gundy era (2005-present), when they 
assisted in a 431-yard rushing day for the Pokes 
in the 2018 season opener against Missouri 
State. 


In addition to their work in the run game, 
McEndoo’s Cowboy Backs combined to catch 
four touchdown passes in 2018. 


In 2017, McEndoo’s Cowboy backs helped 
Oklahoma State become the first offense in 
Big 12 history with a 4,000-yard passer (Mason 
Rudolph), two 1,000-yard receivers (James 
Washington and Marcell Ateman) and a 1,000- 
yard rusher (Justice Hill). 


The Cowboys of 2017 led the nation in passing 
offense, ranked second nationally in total 
offense and first downs, ranked third nationally 
in pass efficiency and ranked fourth nationally 
in scoring offense. 


In addition to their blocking work, the Cowboy 
Backs combined to catch 30 passes for 449 
yards and three touchdowns in 2016. 


Coached directly by McEndoo, Blake Jarwin 
earned first-team All-Big 12 honors for the 
first time in his career in 2015 and then was a 
second-team All-Big 12 honoree in 2016 before 
moving on to the NFL. 


McEndoo helped coach Montana State to five 
Big Sky Conference championships during his 
time in Bozeman. 


In 2014, Montana State ranked seventh among 
all FCS schools with 244.4 rushing yards per 
game, was ninth in the FCS with 488.6 yards of 
total offense per game and was 11th in the FCS 
with 38.2 points per game. 


McEndoo coached seven Bobcat All-Americans 
and 11 first team All-Big Sky selections, 
including Jeff Bolton, an All-America center 
who earned the 2005 Rimington Award as 
Division I-AA’s top player at that position. 


He also coached 2010 consensus All-American 
Mike Person (a seventh round choice by San 
Francisco in the 2011 NFL Draft), and 2012 
first-team All-Big Sky and honorable mention 
All-America choice Shaun Sampson. 


In 2011, two Bobcat O-linemen - Conrad 
Burbank and Alex Terrien - earned All-America 
honors. 


MSU’s offensive front led the Big Sky in fewest 
sacks allowed in 2006 and 2008, and the 
Bobcats led the league in rushing yards in 
2008. 


Under McEndoo’s guidance, the offensive line 
was a leadership hub in the Bobcat program. 
At least one offensive lineman served as a 
team captain in 10 of McEndoo’s 12 seasons. 


A native of Aberdeen, Wash., McEndoo was 

an offensive lineman at Washington State and 

earned All-Pac 10 honors in 1997. He graduated 
from Wazzu in 1998, then spent three seasons 

in the NFL with the Seattle Seahawks and 

New Orleans Saints. He finished out a master’s 
degree from Whitworth in 2003. 


He coached high school football in Washington 
from 2000-02 before arriving at MSU in 2003.

Tim Rattay joined the Oklahoma State football 


staff as quarterbacks coach in January of 2020. 


He coached quarterbacks for the Washington 
Redskins in 2019 after spending the previous 
six seasons at Louisiana Tech. 


To this day, Rattay remains LA Tech’s 
single-season and career leader in passing 
touchdowns. He passed for 4,943 passing 
yards in 1998 and his 411.9 passing yards per 
game that season stands as the ninth-best 
single-season mark in FBS history. He was 
enshrined into the Louisiana Tech Athletics Hall 
of Fame in 2007. 


He was selected in the seventh round (212th 
overall) of the 2000 NFL Draft by the San 
Francisco 49ers and spent six seasons with the 
team. His NFL career included stops in Tampa 


Bay in 2006, Tennessee in 2007 and Arizona 
in 2007. Rattay appeared in 40 games in his 
career with 18 starts and finished 432-of-714 
passing for 4,853 yards with 31 touchdowns. 


He broke into coaching in 2011 with the Las 
Vegas Locomotives of the United Football 
League and in his two seasons there, the 
Locomotives went 7-1 with their only loss 
coming against in the 2011 UFL championship 
game. 


At the college level, Rattay coached receivers 
at Louisiana Tech from 2013-15 and shifted into 
the role of quarterbacks coach from 2016-18. 
In Rattay’s six seasons in Ruston, the Bulldogs 
went 46-33, won two Conference USA West 
Division titles and were 5-0 in bowl games. 


In 2016, Rattay coached Ryan Higgins, who 
finished the season with 329 completions for 
4,617 yards and 41 touchdowns against just 
eight interceptions. Higgins was honored as 
the Conference USA Most Valuable Player that 
season. 


Rattay helped develop quarterback J’Mar Smith 
at Louisiana Tech. Smith went on to become 
the Conference USA Offensive Player of the 
Year in 2019. 


In his lone season with the Redskins, 
quarterbacks Case Keenum and Dwayne 
Haskins Jr. combined to pass for more than 
3,000 yards.

¢ A native of Phoenix, Ariz., Rattay started 
his collegiate playing career at Scottsdale 
Community College in 1996 before transferring 
to Louisiana Tech in 1997. He graduated in 2001 
with a degree in general studies and is married 
to the former Allison Walker, who played 
volleyball for LA Tech.

* Oklahoma State product Greg Richmond 
returned to his alma mater as a full-time coach 
in February of 2018. 


* Despite losing every starter from the previous 
season, the Cowboy defensive line of 2019 had 
just one fewer tackle than the 2018 unit. The 
inexperienced 2019 group combined to record 
30 quarterback hurries and 12 passes broken 
up. 


« True freshman Trace Ford led the team with 
nine quarterback hurries in 2019, which marks 
the second-highest total in school history. As a 
team, OSU had 47 quarterback hurries in 2019, 
a mark that ranks second in school history. 


« With Richmond on staff, the Oklahoma State 
defense showed significant improvement from 
2018 to 2019. In 2018, the Cowboys allowed 
an average of 32.5 points and 452.5 yards per 
game, but in 2019, those numbers improved 
to 26.8 points per game and 412.3 yards per 
game. The Cowboys of 2019 held each of their 
final six opponents below their season scoring 
average. 


¢ Inhis first year as a coach with the Cowboys 
in 2018, he teamed with Joe Bob Clements 
to coach the defensive line and the group 
performed well, leading the Big 12 and ranking 
10th nationally in sacks and ranking second in 
the conference and 20th nationally in tackles 
for loss. 


* Defensive end Jordan Brailford earned first- 
team All-Big 12 honors in 2018 after leading 
the league in sacks per game and ranking fifth 
in the conference in tackles for loss. Brailford 
finished 2018 with 16.0 tackles for loss, a 
mark that ranks third in a single-season for an 
Oklahoma State defensive lineman in the Mike 
Gundy era (2005-present). 


* The Cowboys of 2018 had 39 sacks as a team, a 
mark that ranks sixth in school history. Of those 
39 sacks, 26.5 came from defensive linemen. 
That total of 26.5 sacks ties for the second- 
most from a defensive line group at Oklahoma 
State since Mike Gundy took over as head 
coach in 2005. 


In addition to their work on the field, a trio 

of Oklahoma State defensive linemen earned 
first-team Academic All-Big 12 honors in 2018 
with Richmond serving as their position coach. 


A standout at Oklahoma State during his 
playing days, Richmond was a four-year 
Cowboy letterman from 2000-03. A first-team 
All-Big 12 selection in 2003, Richmond remains 
on OSU's single-season and career top-10 lists 
for quarterback sacks to this day. 


After graduation, Richmond signed as a free 
agent with the Philadelphia Eagles, where he 
stayed until 2007. 


Immediately after his NFL career wrapped 

up, he returned to Stillwater to serve as an 
assistant director of strength and conditioning 
from 2007-08. Since then, he has held 
positions coaching defensive line at both the 
high school and college level. 


From 2015-17, he coached the defensive line at 
Football Championship Subdivision Fairmont 
State University in West Virginia, where he 
helped the Fighting Falcons to a three-year 
record of 24-9 and back-to-back eight-win 
seasons for the first time in more than 50 
years. 


In 2017, Fairmont State led the Mountain 

East Conference and ranked No. 12 nationally 
by allowing only 15.6 points per game. The 
Falcons also led the league in total defense, 
defensive touchdowns, passes intercepted, 
pass efficiency defense and turnovers gained. 


Just prior to that 2017 campaign, he served as 
a minority coaching intern with the New York 
Giants, where he assisted with the defensive 
line. 


In 2016, Fairmont State went 10-2 and hosted a 
playoff game for the first time in school history. 


As a unit, Richmond’s defensive line ranked 
second in the league and 22nd in the country 
in sacks during the 2016 season - averaging 
over three sacks per game (3.08). The FSU 
defense also locked down on opposing rushing 
attacks, as the Falcons allowed just 95.5 yards 
per game on the ground and gave up just 15.1 
points per game during the regular season. 


Richmond’s top pupil at Fairmont State was 
defensive end Quincy Redmon, who put 
together one of the most decorated seasons 
for a defensive lineman at FSU during the 2016 
season. Redmon earned honorable mention 
All-America honors and was named the 
Mountain East Conference Defensive Player 
of the Year after racking up 52 tackles, 12 
sacks, three fumble recoveries and two forced 
fumbles as a junior. For his efforts, Redmon 
was also a finalist for the Cliff Harris Award 
(honoring the top defensive player in small 


college football). Redmon became the first All- 
American defensive lineman at Fairmont State 
since David Hill in 2008. 


« Richmond returned to Northeastern State 
to coach the defensive line and assist with 
strength & conditioning during the spring of 
2015 before he moved on to Fairmont State for 
the 2015 season. 


* In 2014, Richmond was the defensive line 
coach at Tahlequah High School after spending 
the 2012 and 2013 seasons working in the 
private sector away from football. 


* In July 2010, Richmond coached the defensive 
line at his alma mater, OKC Douglass High 
School, before being hired as the defensive 
line coach at Northeastern State University in 
Tahlequah, Oklahoma, in August of 2010. 


* Highlighting his three seasons at Northeastern 
State were a Lone Star North Conference 
Championship in 2010 and an appearance in 
the Mineral Water Bowl in 2011. 


¢ During the summer of 2011, Richmond worked 
for the Minnesota Vikings as a minority 
coaching intern, assisting with the defensive 
line.

¢ Richmond graduated from Oklahoma State 
in December of 2003 with a degree in hotel 
and restaurant administration before getting 
his master’s in educational leadership from 
Langston University in 2012. 


¢ He and his wife Jennifer have a son, Jaylen.

*« A member of two national championship staffs 
during his career, John Wozniak joined the 
Oklahoma State football staff as running backs 
coach in February of 2017. 


¢ Formerly an offensive graduate assistant at 
Oklahoma State under Les Miles in 2004, 
Wozniak won his first national title while 
serving in an offensive quality control role 
under Miles at LSU in 2007, then claimed his 
second as a special teams analyst under Nick 
Saban at Alabama in 2012. 


* The Oklahoma State run game has improved 
in each of Wozniak’s three years on staff. The 
Cowboys averaged 4.63 yards per rush and 
179.77 yards per game in 2017. That mark 
improved to 4.78 yards per rush and 190.31 
yards per game in 2018, then to 5.31 yards per 
rush and 229.6 yards per game in 2019. 


* In each of Wozniak’s three years at Oklahoma 
State, he has coached a first-team All-Big 12 
running back, with Justice Hill taking the honor 
in 2017 and 2018 and Chuba Hubbard in 2019. 


* In 2019, Wozniak coached Hubbard to 
unanimous All-America status as he led the 
FBS in rushing yards, rushing yards per game, 
all-purpose yards, all-purpose yards per game, 
yards after contact (via Pro Football Focus) 
and many more categories. Hubbard finished 
eighth in the voting for the Heisman Trophy. 


¢« Hubbard’s 2,094 rushing yards in 2019 ranks as 
the No. 2 rushing total in OSU history, trailing 
only Barry Sanders’ 1988 Heisman season. 
Hubbard was the 2019 Big 12 Offensive Player 
of the Year, a finalist for Doak Walker Award 
and a finalist for the Walter Camp Player of the 
Year Award, among other honors. 


* In 2018, Wozniak’s running backs factored into 
the OSU offense ranking second in the Big 
12 in rushing offense (190.3 yards per game), 
rushing touchdowns (30) and rushing yards 
per carry (4.8). OSU had four games with 200 
or more yards rushing and led the Big 12 with 
28 rushing touchdowns that were scored from 
within the red zone. 


* In 2018, Wozniak coached Justice Hill to his 
second consecutive first-team All-Big 12 honor. 
From the end of the 2017 season through the 


middle of the 2018 season, Hill scored at least 
one rushing touchdown in 12 straight games, 
the longest such streak for a running back in 
Big 12 history. 


In 2017, the Cowboys became the first offense 
in Big 12 history with a 4,000-yard passer 
(Mason Rudolph), two 1,000-yard receivers 
(James Washington and Marcell Ateman) and a 
1,000-yard rusher (Justice Hill). 


Wozniak came to Oklahoma State from 
Southern Miss, where he spent the previous 
four seasons coaching wide receivers and 
special teams. When Todd Monken was hired 
as head coach of the Golden Eagles in 2013, 
he brought Wozniak along as part of his first 
staff and Wozniak was retained at USM after 
Monken left for the Tampa Bay Buccaneers in 
2016. 


Wozniak helped build the Southern Miss 
passing attack into one of the most potent in 
Conference USA. The year before his arrival in 
Hattiesburg, the Golden Eagles were O-12 and 
ranked 108th nationally in passing offense. By 
the time Wozniak finished, USM went to back- 
to-back bowl games in his last two seasons 
and had the Golden Eagles passing offense 
ranked 12th in the nation in 2015 and 16th in the 
nation in 2016. Southern Miss ranked in the top 
25 nationally in total offense in both of those 
seasons as well (12th in 2015 and 21st in 2016). 


Under Wozniak’s guidance, Mike Thomas 
ranked in the top 10 nationally in receiving 
yards, receiving yards per game and receiving 
touchdowns in 2015 and Allenzae Staggers 
ranked in the top 25 nationally in both 
receiving yards and yards per catch in 2016. 
Thomas, Staggers and fellow Wozniak pupil 
Casey Martin all rank among the top receivers 
in USM history. 


As a recruiter, Wozniak helped Southern Miss 
sign Gatorade Player of the Year honorees from 
the state of Alabama in both 2013 (quarterback 
Nick Mullens) and 2017 (receiver Jaylond 
Adams). Mullens went on to break many of 
Brett Favre’s records at USM. 


A decorated quarterback and receiver during 
his playing days at Knox College, Wozniak 
graduated in 1999 with degrees in physics and 
secondary education, then was immediately 
hired on as the tight ends and punters coach. 
The next year - just one year removed from 
graduation - he was promoted to offensive 
coordinator, a role in which he served for four 
years before he moved to Stillwater to join Les 
Miles’ Oklahoma State staff in 2004. 


He followed Miles to Baton Rouge as a 
graduate assistant in 2005 before accepting 
a full-time position as tight ends and special 
teams coach at Georgia Southern in 2006. 
During his one season there, the Eagles led 
the Southern Conference and ranked 14th 
nationally in kickoff returns. 


¢ Miles brought Wozniak back to LSU in an 
offensive quality control position in 2007, 
and Wozniak’s contributions helped LSU rank 
TIth nationally in rushing offense and scoring 
offense en route to the national championship 


¢ A return to full-time coaching followed for 
Wozniak, who coached tight ends and special 
teams at Montana State in 2008. Under 


Wozniak’s coaching, tight end Brandon Bostick 


led the team in touchdowns and was third in 


receptions despite playing in just seven games. 


Punter Erik Fisher ranked 15th nationally by 
averaging 41.8 yards per kick, and kicker 
Jason Cunningham was 13-of-19 on field 

goal attempts. All three players earned all- 
conference honors that year. Additionally, the 
Bobcats blocked five punts during the season. 


* One-year stops at Memphis (special teams 
coordinator in 2009), West Georgia (offensive 
coordinator in 2010) and UAB (running backs 
coach in 2011) led Wozniak to Tuscaloosa, 
where he helped Alabama to a national 
championship as a special teams analyst in 
2012.

Rob Glass is in the 16th year of his second 
tenure as assistant athletic director for speed, 
strength and conditioning at his alma mater 
and is one of the central figures in the success 
of the program. 


Glass, one of the most recognized and 
preeminent strength and conditioning experts 
in college athletics, returned to OSU after a 
10-year stint at Florida. He first worked for the 
Cowboys as both a football graduate assistant 
coach and strength coach from 1986-95 and 
his current tenure brings him into his 26th year 
at Oklahoma State. 


During his career, Glass has worked with two 
Heisman Trophy winners (Barry Sanders and 
Danny Wuerffel), a Golden Spikes Award 
winner (Robin Ventura), a Thorpe Award 
winner (Lawrence Wright), three Biletnikoff 
Award winners (Justin Blackmon twice and 
James Washington) a Lou Groza Award winner 
(Dan Bailey) a Ray Guy Award winner (Matt 
Fodge) and a Johnny Unitas Golden Arm 
Award winner (Mason Rudolph) in addition 

to 19 first-round NFL draft picks and three 
first-round NBA draft picks as well as countless 
All-Americans and Olympians. 


¢ After earning his bachelor’s degree from 


Oklahoma State in 1984, Glass served on Pat 
Jones’ football staff as a graduate assistant 
coach. He was named head strength coach 
at OSU in 1989 and served in that capacity 
until 1995, when he accepted a position as 
coordinator of strength and conditioning 

at Florida. He became Florida’s director of 
strength and conditioning in 1998. 


In May of 2002, Glass was named a Master 
Strength and Conditioning Coach, the highest 
honor that can be achieved as a strength and 
conditioning coach, by the National Conference 
of Collegiate Strength and Conditioning 
Coaches Association. 


Glass has been associated with 26 bowl teams 
since 1987, including the Sugar, Fiesta, Cotton, 
Alamo and Holiday at Oklahoma State and 

10 bowls at Florida, including the 1996 Fiesta 
Bowl, two Orange Bowls and two Sugar Bowls. 
He was at Florida for a national championship 
and worked with two Gator squads that played 
in the national title game. He worked with four 
UF teams that played in the SEC championship 
game. 


At Oklahoma State, Glass has been 
instrumental in the development of All- 
Americans Barry Sanders, Thurman Thomas, 
Jason Gildon, Dez Bryant, Kendall Hunter, 
Brandon Pettigrew, Russell Okung, Justin 
Blackmon, Levy Adcock, Quinn Sharp, Justin 
Gilbert, Emmanuel Ogbah, James Washington, 
Mason Rudolph, Tre Flowers, Tylan Wallace and 
Chuba Hubbard. 


At Florida, he worked with Fred Taylor, Jevon

The 2019 season was always going to be one of transition for the Oklahoma State football team. Mike 
Gundy was breaking in a new offensive coordinator, a new offensive line coach and a new quarterback 
on one side of the ball and had to replace every starting defensive lineman and every starting 
linebacker on the other side of the ball. 


So what does a transition year look like for Oklahoma State these days? Eight regular-season wins (two 
of which came over ranked opponents) and finishing higher than predicted in the preseason Big 12 
standings. And that's before mentioning that All-America receiver Tylan Wallace had to miss the final 
five games and quarterback Spencer Sanders had to miss the final three games of the season to injury. 


Most coaches will tell you that when players are lost to graduation or injury, someone else needs to 
emerge for the team to be successful, and in the case of Oklahoma State in 2019, the most prominent 
emergences were that of running back Chuba Hubbard, safety Kolby Harvell-Peel and linebackers 
Malcolm Rodriguez and Amen Ogbongbemiga, each of whom went from unheralded entering the 
season to All-Big 12 honorees after the season.

Kansas 1-8 3-9 top running back. Hubbard finished eighth in the voting for the 
Heisman Trophy and became only the second Oklahoma State 


back to rush for more than 2,000 yards in a season. He finished 
with 2,094 rushing yards and 21 rushing touchdowns. 


Harvell-Peel was selected as a first-team All-Big 12 performer by both the coaches and the AP. He 

led the Big 12 with 1.5 passes defended per game and ranked in the top five in the conference in 
interceptions, fumbles forced and fumbles recovered. During one three-game stretch (vs. lowa State, 
TCU and Kansas), Harvell-Peel had four interceptions, one fumble recovery and eight passes broken up. 
All three of those games resulted in Oklahoma State wins. 


Rodriguez was an interesting case. A starter at safety in 2018, he was moved to linebacker in 2019 and 
despite being undersized for the position, still led the team and ranked fourth in the Big 12 with 103 
tackles. He and Ogbongbemiga (100 tackles to rank fifth in the Big 12) were both named to the second- 
team All-Big 12 squad by the league's coaches and formed one of the better linebacker tandems in the 
league. 


No single game encapsulated the impact of Harvell-Peel, Rodriguez and Ogbongbemiga quite as much 
as the win over No. 23 lowa State in Ames. In that win, Harvell-Peel set a school record by breaking up 
six passes, Rodriguez had a game-winning interception return for a touchdown and Ogbongbemiga 
and safety Tre Sterling picked off Cyclone quarterback Brock Purdy on ISU's final two possessions of 
the game to seal the victory. 


That win over lowa State was significant because it came on the heels of back-to-back losses to Texas 
Tech and Baylor. The Cowboys and Cyclones were tied at 27 with less than seven minutes remaining in 
the game and at a time when OSU could have faltered, the defense rose to the occasion and delivered 
a victory that sparked a four-game win streak. In fact, from the lowa State game through the end of the 
season, the Cowboy defense held each of its final six opponents below their season scoring averages. It 
can be argued that the win over lowa State is what changed the entire tone of the season. 


Beyond the players mentioned earlier, other OSU standouts were offensive lineman Marcus Keyes, who 
earned first-team All-Big 12 honors by the Associated Press and cornerback A.J. Green, who was a 
second-team All-Big 12 selection by the AP and was a semifinalist for the Jim Thorpe Award presented 
to the nation's top defensive back. 


A three-year starter, Green was one of five players voted as a captain by his teammates, joining 
Ogbongbemiga, quarterback Dru Brown, receiver Dillon Stoner and special teams ace Philip Redwine- 
Bryant. 


Brown's was one of the most fascinating storylines of the season. A two-year starter at Hawaii who 
graduated from UH and came to Stillwater in 2018, Brown was beaten out for the quarterback job by 
Taylor Cornelius last season, then was narrowly beaten out by Spencer Sanders in a competition that 
lasted right up to the week of the 2019 opener. Still, Brown worked and prepared and did things the 
right way, despite the disappointment. Sanders, meanwhile, thrived as the starter and was eventually 
voted as the Big 12 Offensive Freshman of the Year by the league's coaches. In the Cowboys’ win over 
Kansas, however, Sanders went down with a season-ending injury. Enter Brown. He finished out the 
victory over the Jayhawks, then quarterbacked the Cowboys to a road win over West Virginia the 
following week. Put simply, when it was Brown's time to emerge, he did. 


Other similar examples of players stepping up when needed were provided by Stoner and receiver 
Braydon Johnson, who both took their games to a new level when Wallace was lost for the season. 


And that was the general theme for the season - when adversity struck, whether through injury or 
defeat, Oklahoma State had example after example of players who were prepared and resilient enough 
to emerge when called upon and do their part to uphold the winning standard.

>» Bob Fenimore finished third in the voting for the 
Heisman Trophy and led the nation in both rushing 
and total offense and also ranked in the top 15 
nationally in rushing yards, passing yards, scoring 
and punting. 

» In addition to Fenimore, both Neill Armstrong and 
J.C. Colhouer earned All-Missouri Valley Conference 
recognition.

COLLEGE FOOTBALL HALL OF FAME 


The National Football Foundation College Football Hall of 
Fame features six representatives from Oklahoma State. 

Coach Lynn “Pappy” Waldorf was inducted into the 
College Football Hall of Fame in 1966, following a career that 
included five seasons in Stillwater. During his years in the or- 
ange and black, OSU claimed four conference championships 
and carved out a 3-0-2 record against state rival Oklahoma. 
Waldorf would end his career at the University of California 
with multiple Rose Bowl appearances. 

The first OSU player to be inducted into the college hall 
was Bob Fenimore. Known as the “Blond Bomber”, Fenimore 
led Oklahoma State, known as Oklahoma A&M during his 
playing days, to new heights. He starred on a national cham- 
pionship team. He was inducted into the College Football 
Hall of Fame in 1972. 

In 2003, the most decorated player in OSU history, 
running back Barry Sanders, was inducted into the College 
Football Hall of Fame. Sanders, whose 1988 season remains 
the greatest in NCAA history, rewrote school, conference and 
NCAA record books in his three-year career at OSU. 

Thurman Thomas, the all-time leading rusher in Cowboy 
history and one of OSU’s all-time fan favorites, was inducted 
into the Hall in 2008. A two-time Big Eight Conference 
player of the year, Thomas is also a member of the Pro 
Football Hall of Fame. Thomas led Oklahoma State in rush- 
ing for four straight seasons and ended his career with 50 
touchdowns and 5,001 rushing yards. 

Coach Jimmy Johnson was inducted in 2012. He served as 
OSU’s head coach from 1979-83 and his time at OSU began 
with a bang when he helped lead an undermanned Cowboy 
squad to a 7-4 record in his first year. He was named Big 
Eight coach of the year for his efforts. During his time in 
Stillwater, OSU fielded some of the better defenses in school 
history. 

OSU’s most recent inductee into the Hall of Fame is 

Leslie O’Neal, who received his call in 2020. A two-time All- 
American, O’Neal was a dominant force on OSU teams which 
allowed just a total of 34 touchdowns over two seasons, the 
lowest totals ever at OSU. He was named Big Eight defensive 
ayer of the year in 1984 and earned All-Big Eight honors in 
each of his last three seasons as a Cowboy. 


From Stillwater to Canton 


As teammates at Oklahoma State, Barry Sanders and 
Thurman Thomas combined to form perhaps the best back- 
field duo in NCAA history. And just to prove their point, the 
two Cowboys took their act to the National Football League, 
and their road together didn’t stop until they were both 
inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame in Canton, Ohio. 

Sanders was immortalized in 2004 with his induction. 
Thomas joined his former teammate in Canton in 2007. 

Sanders and Thomas are two of the NFL’s all-time leading 
rushers and are considered among the greatest running 
backs ever to play the game. 

Jimmy Johnson joined them in Canton when he received 
his call to the Hall in 2020.

He was voted the Big Eight 
Conference’s offensive player of the year after both seasons. 


1985, he rushed for 1,650 yards, good for fourth in 
America. The Associated Press (third team) and UPI (first 
team) both honored him as an All-American and the NCAA 
lists him as a consensus All-American in its record book for 
his work that season. 


His 1986 campaign was highlighted by 741 rushing yards and 
ird-team All-America recognition from Football News.

1987, his 1,767 yards were the third-most nationally. His 
22 career 100-yard rushing games are second in OSU history 
only to Terry Miller’s 26. For his work that season, he was a 
first-team All-America honoree by the Associated Press and 
a second-team All-American by UPI. 


A knee injury prevented Thomas from being a first-round 
draft choice, but Buffalo stole him in the second round in 
1988. He was that team’s most effective weapon in four 
straight Super Bowl seasons, and he was named the NFL’s 
Most Valuable Player after the 1991 season. 


He is a 2007 inductee in the Pro Football Hall of Fame, 
joining his OSU teammate, Barry Sanders. His No. 34 jersey is 
one of four no longer in use at Oklahoma State. 


Thomas was a 2008 inductee in the National College Foot- 
ball Hall of Fame.

Quinn Sharp is one of only two players ever to be a first- 
team All-America punter and a first-team All-America 

kicker by the Football Writers Association of America, as the 
organization tabbed him as its All-America punter in 2010 
and its All-America kicker in 2011. The American Football 
Coaches Association honored him as a first-team kicker in 
2012 and the Walter Camp Football Foundation chose him as 
its second-team kicker that same season. 


A two-time honoree as the Big 12 Special Teams Player of 
the Year (2011 and 2012), Sharp led the nation in touchbacks 
on kickoffs each of his four seasons at OSU, set an NCAA 
single-season record for points scored by a kicker with 156 
in 2012 and led all players active in 2012 with a 45.9 career 
yards-per-punt average. 


Owner of perhaps the most powerful boot in the nation 
throughout his career, Sharp served as OSU’s kickoff man 
and punter during his freshman and sophomore years, then 
added placekicking chores after the graduation of 2010 Lou 
Groza Award winner Dan Bailey following the 2010 season. 


As a sophomore in 2010, Sharp matched an NCAA record by 
averaging 60.4 yards per punt in a game against Nebraska 
(five punts for 302 yards).

Bob Fenimore excelled on the offensive side of the ball, 
the defensive side of the ball, and on special teams. His 
exceptional talent and play earned the “Blond Bomber” 
All-America honors in 1944, when he finished ninth in the 
Heisman vote, and in 1945, when he finished third in the 
Heisman vote. He was the first player from the university 
awarded All-America honors. 


In 2007, he was inducted into the Cotton Bowl Hall of Fame. 
He also holds membership in the OSU Hall of Honor as well 
as the College Football Hall of Fame. 


The leader of OSU teams that went 8-1 with a Cotton Bowl 
victory in 1944 and a perfect 9-0 with a Sugar Bowl win in 
1945 and a ranking of fifth in the final Associated Press poll, 
Fenimore’s play was legendary. 


From his halfback position, he established himself as 

one of the nation’s finest players. The numbers speak for 
themselves. In 1944, he led the nation in total offense (1,758 
yards), was third in rushing (899), eighth in passing (997), 
ninth in scoring (77), and 13th in punting (37.3). 


In OSU's undefeated 1945 season, he was the national leader 
in both total offense (1,641), and rushing (1,119), while rank- 
ing seventh in punting (39.0), and 13th in scoring (72). His 18 
interceptions during his OSU career remain a school record, 
and his 4,627 career yards of total offense were not eclipsed 
until Mike Gundy came along more than 40 years later. 


Fenimore was the No. 1 overall selection of the 1947 NFL 
Draft by the Chicago Bears. His jersey No. 55 is one of four no 
longer in use at Oklahoma State.

Known to his teammates as “Felix the Cat”, Neill Armstrong 
helped guide Oklahoma A&M during its glory days. He was 
a four-year letterman from 1943-46 for head coach Jim 
Lookabaugh’s Aggies and was a third-team All-American by 
the Associated Press in 1945 and a third-team All-American 
by the Central Press Association in 1946. 


Armstrong, a native of Tishomingo, played on two of 
Oklahoma A&M’s most successful teams, as the Aggies won 
the Cotton Bowl in 1944 and the Sugar Bowl in 1945. In 1946, 
Armstrong earned All-America honors at defensive end, 
while also calling plays. 
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All-Americans 


In A&M’s vaunted single-wing offense, Armstrong twice led 
the nation in receiving, while teammate Bob Fenimore led 
the nation in total offense. As a senior in 1946, he caught 32 
passes for 479 yards. 


Armstrong was a first-round draft choice of the Philadelphia 
Eagles and played from 1947-51. Armstrong then joined the 
coaching ranks, eventually becoming the head coach of the 
Chicago Bears from 1978-81.

Jon Kolb anchored the Oklahoma State offensive line from 
the center position from 1966-68.

Kolb was also a two-time all-conference selection, earning 
that distinction in 1967 and 1968. 


Following his senior season, Kolb participated in the Senior 
Bowl, the North-South Shrine Bowl, the Coaches All-Ameri- 
can Game and the College All-Star Game. 


After being selected in the third-round of the NFL Draft by 
Pittsburgh, he competed for the Steelers from 1969-81. Kolb 
helped lead the Steelers to championships in Super Bowls IX, 
X, XIll and XIV. 


He was inducted into the OSU Hall of Honor in 2001.

Only three players in Big Eight history rushed for 4,000 
yards during their careers and Terry Miller is one of them. 
Mike Rozier of Nebraska (4,780) and Thurman Thomas of 
Oklahoma State (5,001) were the only others. 


Miller gained 4,754 yards while establishing himself as one of 
the nation’s best in the 1970s. He is the only player in school 
history to record three 1,000-yard rushing seasons. As a 
sophomore in 1975, he gained 1,026 yards and then, during 
All-America seasons in 1976 and 1977, he led the Big Eight 
with 1,887 as a junior and 1,680 as a senior. Those numbers 
ranked fifth in the nation in 1976 and third in 1977. 


Miller was tabbed as the Big Eight offensive player of the 
year in both 1976 and 1977. He finished runner-up to Earl 
Campbell in the 1977 Heisman Trophy balloting. 


Miller was a first-round draft choice of the Buffalo Bills in 
1978. His jersey number 43 is one of four no longer in use at 


Oklahoma State. He was a first-team All-American by the 
Associated Press and the Football Writers and a second- 
teamer by UPI in 1976 before earning unanimous first-team 
All-America recognition in 1977.

Oklahoma State’s defenses in 1984 and 1985 may have been 
the best in school history, and they were anchored by two- 
time All-America lineman Leslie O’Neal. 


O’Neal was a dominant force on teams which allowed just a 
total of 34 touchdowns over two seasons, the lowest totals 
ever at OSU. He was named Big Eight defensive player of the 
year in 1984 and earned All-Big Eight honors in each of his 
last three seasons as a Cowboy. 


O’Neal set a school record that stands to this day by register- 
ing 16.0 sacks for 118 yards lost in 1984. He also remains the 
OSU career leader with 34.0 sacks. 


In 1984, he was a first-team All-America selection by the 
Associated Press and The Sporting News and a second-team 
honoree by UPI before earning unanimous first-team All- 
America honors in 1985. 


He was a first-round draft choice of the San Diego Chargers 
in 1986. O’Neal retired following the 1999 season. During his 
career, the defensive end was selected to the Pro Bowl six 
times and recorded 136.0 career sacks. 


He was inducted into the National Football Foundation Col- 
lege Football Hall of Fame in 2020.

In 1985, he was a first-team All-America selection by the 
Associated Press and The Sporting News and was a second- 
team honoree by UPI. The following season, he was a repeat 
selection to the A.P. first team and a second-team honoree 
by Football News. 


A member of the OSU Athletics Hall of Fame, Moore regis- 
tered 311 tackles during his four-year career, including 91 in 
1985 and 96 in 1986. He intercepted seven passes during his 
All-America junior season, the fifth-best total in the nation 
that year.

Press.

At the time, his was the fifth- 
best single-season rushing total in NCAA history. He broke 
the 1,000-yard mark just five games into the year.

The wideout left OSU as not only the top pass catcher in 
Cowboy history, but tops in the history of the Big Eight 
Conference. 


His 
1,441 receiving yards in 1988 set a Big Eight record, as did his 
31 career touchdown receptions. 


Dykes played on one of the most prolific offenses in history 
as OSU averaged 48.7 points and 530.4 yards of total offense 
per game in 1988.

Dykes was a first-round draft choice of the New England 
Patriots in 1989, the 16th-overall selection. Debilitating knee 
injuries cut his career short after just two seasons and 26 
games in the NFL.

A commanding physical presence at 6-foot-5 and 265 
pounds, Alonzo Mayes was a dominating offensive per- 
former, especially near the goal line. He earned unanimous 
All-America honors in 1997 after catching 29 passes for 
424 yards and seven touchdowns. The American Football 
Coaches Association, the Associated Press, the Football 
Writers Association of America, The Sporting News and the 
Walter Camp Football Foundation all tabbed Mayes as a 
first-team All-American.

A four-year starter and two-time All-Big 12 selection, 
Okung capped his stellar career as a unanimous first-team 
All-America selection while being named a finalist for the 
Outland Trophy and a semifinalist for the Lombardi Award. 


He started the final 47 games of his career for the second 
best streak in OSU history while becoming the most deco- 
rated offensive lineman ever at Oklahoma State. 


Twice during his career, Okung held the nation’s sack leader 
without a sack and in one instance, without a single tackle 
(vs. Indiana in the Insight Bowl). He played on four bowl 
teams and paved the way for three different Cowboys to 
reach 1,000 rushing yards in a season. During Okung’s career, 
Oklahoma State led its conference in rushing for the first

Dan Bailey joined the OSU football program as a walk-on in 
2007 and left the school in 2010 as a first-team All-Amer- 
ican, the winner of the Lou Groza Award (presented to the 
nation’s top kicker), the Big 12 special teams player of the 
year and as the school’s all-time leading scorer. 


In 2010, Bailey set a then-NCAA record for points scored by 
a kicker in a single season with 149. He converted on 27 of 31 
field goal attempts and 68 of 70 extra points. 


He kicked a walk-off game winner against Texas A&M and his 
370 points were not only the best in OSU history (breaking 
the 22-year-old record held by Barry Sanders), but it was 
also the fifth-best total in Big 12 history at the time.

A prolific passer who earned his reputation as the best and 
most accurate deep-ball thrower in college football over 
his final two seasons, Rudolph finished his career holding 


no fewer than 54 school records, including single-season 
and career marks for passing yards, passing touchdowns 
and pass efficiency. His 13,618 career passing yards ranked 
fourth in Big 12 history at the time his career ended and his 
career mark of 324.2 passing yards per game is third in Big 
12 history. 


A second-team All-America honoree by the American 
Football Coaches Association and a third-team selection by 
the Associated Press in 2017, Rudolph garnered several other 
awards and recognition - both for his play on the field and 
his character off of it. That season, he was the winner of the 
Johnny Unitas Golden Arm Award, which is presented to the 
college senior or fourth-year junior on schedule to graduate 
with his class who, in addition to accomplishments on the 
field, is judged on character, citizenship, scholastic achieve- 
ment, and leadership qualities. He also won the Fellowship of 
Christian Athletes’ Bobby Bowden Award, which is presented 
to the Division | football player who epitomizes a student- 
athlete as he represents God, his family, his institution and 
his community and he also won the Sammy Baugh Award, 
which is presented to the nation’s top college passer by the 
Touchdown Club of Columbus. Rudolph was one of three 
national finalists for the 2017 Davey O’Brien Award presented 
to the nation’s top quarterback and also a finalist for the 
Manning Award presented to the nation’s top quarterback 
and for the Jason Witten College Man of the Year Award. 


In 2017, Rudolph led the FBS with 4,904 passing yards and 
377.2 passing yards per game. He ranked second in the FBS 
with 21.7 points responsible for per game and broke Barry 
Sanders’ school record with 47 touchdowns responsible for 
(37 passing and 10 rushing). Additionally, he ranked second 
in the FBS and led the Big 12 in both total offense and total 
offense per game. Rudolph teamed with receivers James 
Washington and Marcell Ateman and running back Justice 
Hill to make Oklahoma State the first Big 12 school in history 
with a 4,000-yard passer, two 1,000-yard receivers and 
],000-yard rusher in a single season.

The most feared deep-ball threat in college football in 2017, 
James Washington was on everyone’s preseason All-America 
list entering the season and more than lived up to those 
expectations by not only earning unanimous first-team All- 
America honors, but also by winning the Biletnikoff Award 
presented to the nation’s top receiver. 
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Washington’s signature route was the deep post and nobody 
did it better. He finished his career with 12 receptions of 60 
yards or longer, nine receptions of 70 yards or longer and 
four receptions of 80 yards or longer. 


His 4,472 career receiving yards set a new school record and 
ranked second in Big 12 history. Washington went for more 
than 1,000 receiving yards and at least 10 touchdowns in 
each of his final three seasons. 


During his All-America season of 2017, Washington led the 
nation with 1,549 receiving yards and 119.2 receiving yards 
per game. His 13 receiving touchdowns ranked fourth in the 
country and his 20.93 yards per reception led all FBS players 
with a minimum of 50 receptions. Washington led all FBS 
players with 19 catches of 30 yards or longer, 11 catches of 40 
yards or longer and eight catches of 50 yards or longer and 
he played a central role in helping Oklahoma State become 
the first offense in Big 12 history to have a 4,000-yard passer 
(Mason Rudolph), a 1,000-yard rusher (Justice Hill) and two 
],000-yard receivers (Marcell Ateman and Washington).

A highly-regarded recruit during his prep days, Tylan Wallace 
arrived in Stillwater as a freshman in 2017 and joined the 
deepest and best receiving corps in the nation, yet still found 
a way to carve out some playing time. 


The following year, he was a first-team All-American by The 
Sporting News and ESPN and one of three national finalists 
for the Biletnikoff Award presented to the nation’s top 
receiver. He was a second-team All-American by the Associ- 
ated Press, the Walter Camp Football Foundation, Sports 
Illustrated, USA Today and CBS Sports. 


As a sophomore in 2018, he led the nation with 63 receptions 
of 10 yards or longer and tied for second in the FBS with 25 
receptions of 20 yards or longer. His 17.33 yards per recep- 
tion also led the FBS among players with a minimum of 80 
catches. Wallace ranked second nationally with 1,491 total 
receiving yards and was third nationally with 114.7 receiving 
yards per game. His 66 first-down receptions led all Power 
Five conference players and ranked second nationally.

Wallace did his best work on the biggest stages. In Oklaho- 
ma State’s three games against teams ranked in the top 10 of 
the Associated Press poll, he averaged 5.6 receptions, 168.0 
receiving yards and 2.0 receiving touchdowns per game. He 
had 10 catches for 222 receiving yards and two touchdowns 
in the Cowboys’ win over No. 6 Texas and had an almost 
identical performance with 10 catches for 220 yards against 
No. 6 Oklahoma.

There was no more electric player in 2019 than Chuba Hub- 
bard. The “Canadian Cowboy” led the Football Bowl Subdivi- 
sion in rushing yards (2,094), rushing yards per game (161.1), 
all purpose yards (179.5), 200-yard rushing games (four) and 
consecutive 100-yard rushing games (11). 


Hubbard was a unanimous All-America selection after turn- 
ing in only the second 2,000-yard rushing season in school 
history. He finished eighth in the voting for the Heisman 
Trophy, was the Big 12 Offensive Player of the Year and was a 
finalist for the Doak Walker Award presented to the nation’s 
top running back and the Walter Camp Player of the Year 
award presented to the nation’s top player.

Oklahoma A&M sopho- 

more tailback whiz Bob Fenimore, the nation’s 
total offense leader, lived up to All-America 
billings as the Cowboys bounced the local team 
from TCU, 34-0, in the third-largest margin of 
victory in Cotton Bowl history. Fenimore scored 
on runs of one and seven yards and completed 
6-of-13 passes for 136 yards. Fullback Jim Spavital 
powered his way for 120 yards, including a 52- 
yard scoring bolt. 


Meanwhile, the Poke defense smothered TCU, not 
allowing the Horned Frogs past midfield until the 
second half. Coach Jim Lookabaugh’s muscular 
single-wing offense harvested 494 yards of total 
offense, while TCU could manage only 105. In the 
fourth period, A&M’s reserves took over with Joe 
Thomas and Mack Creager adding touchdowns on 
short plunges. 


The Aggies finished the year with an 8-1 record. It 
was their best win total since the 1932 squad won 
nine games. 


Fenimore, Neill Armstrong (who would later 
coach the Chicago Bears) and tackle Ralph Foster 
were all Aggies who were named as the game’s 
outstanding players. Fenimore was inducted into 
the Cotton Bowl Hall of Fame in the spring of 
2007.

The Aggies responded with the first of four David 
Hardy field goals to cut the margin to 7-3, but

Midway through the second period, Hardy closed 
the margin to 10-6, and moments later the Aggies 
scored two lightning quick cross-country aerial 
touchdowns to move to a 20-10 halftime lead. 


Two Hardy field goals upped that lead to 26-10 
before the Cowboys drove 66 yards for Vince 
Orange’s five-yard TD burst. OSU was crippled 
by injuries to several running backs during the 
contest, and A&M showed its versatility with 223 
rushing yards and 225 passing yards before a 
record 47,300. Linebacker Mike Green led OSU’s 
defense and was voted outstanding defensive 
player.

State’s first possession. Then, early in the second 
quarter when it appeared the Gamecocks had 
stalled the Cowpokes at the Carolina six-yard line, 
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Thomas took a Hilger pitch, ran right and sud- 
denly stopped and threw back left to a wide open 
Hilger for the score. The conversion attempt was 
wide and it was a play to haunt the Pokes until 
Hanna’s heroics. 


Carolina regained the lead quickly in the third 
quarter on aerial bombs of 24 and 57 yards, 

but the rest of the time the stubborn Cowboy 
defense kept the Gamecock attack in a fog. OSU’s 
final drive was endangered only once, that on a 
fourth-and-sixth situation at midfield, but Hilger 
hit the reliable Hanna for 13 yards to the Carolina 
36. Hilger mixed up the defense beautifully by 
sending Thomas up the middle on a draw play for 
Tl yards and then came heart-stopping magic on 
the TD pass to Hanna.

SAN DIEGO - Touted as 
one of the great offensive 
showdowns of the ’88 
season, Oklahoma State 
and Wyoming found 
themselves in a 7-7 dead- 
lock at the conclusion of 
the first quarter of the 
Sea World Holiday Bowl. 


But one set of Cowboys, 

the group from Stillwater, forged a 17-7 lead at 
halftime and broke the contest wide open in the 
third quarter on their way to a 62-14 romp. OSU’s 
high-powered offense was as explosive as ever, 
as the trio of Heisman winner Barry Sanders, 
All-American Hart Lee Dykes and Mike Gundy 
joined forces for the last time in front of a crowd 
of 60,718 at Jack Murphy Stadium.

Dykes 
broke the Holiday Bowl record for reception 
yardage, as he caught 10 passes for 163 yards, in- 
cluding a 25-yard strike from Gundy in the fourth 
quarter. Gundy completed 20-of-24 passes for 315 
yards and two touchdowns and caught a 17-yard 
pass from Sanders to set up another score. 


Not only bowl records fell, though. Gundy’s 315 
yards through the air set a school record, and 
the Cowboys’ 698 yards in total offense was 

the third-highest output in OSU history. OSU’s 
defense proved to be the biggest surprise of the 
contest, however, as they allowed Wyoming only 
33 yards rushing and 204 yards in total offense. 
Sim Drain, named the Defensive Player of the 
Game, had four tackles and two sacks and led 
the OSU defense to its lowest yardage allowance 
since 1986.

SHREVEPORT, La. - Okla- 
homa State’s dominat- 
ing performance was 
jeopardized by a couple 
of late mistakes, but OSU 
still rallied past Alabama 
for its first bowl win since 
the 2002 season. 


Jason Ricks kicked a 27- 
yard field goal with 8.9 
seconds remaining to give Oklahoma State a 34- 
31 victory over the Crimson Tide. Dantrell Savage 
ran for 112 yards and a touchdown and made the 
key play on the winning drive as he took a screen 
pass from Bobby Reid for 26 yards on third-and-9 
to the Alabama 15 to put Ricks in prime position. 


Alabama tried to ice Ricks with three timeouts, 
but the sophomore sent the kick through the 
uprights. 


OSU - ranked 16th nationally in total offense 
- outgained Alabama, 419-276. The Cowboys 
rushed for 207 yards compared to 108 yards for 
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the Tide. The Cowboys scooped up an Alabama 
fumble on the Tide’s 38-yard line to set up the 
opening score. Savage ran the final yard to cap a 
38-yard drive and make it 7-O Oklahoma State. 


Alabama tied it on an 18-yard touchdown pass 
from Wilson to Matt Caddell with 3:32 remain- 
ing in the first quarter, but OSU went ahead 14-7 
on Toston’s 4-yard run. The Cowboys stretched 
their lead to 17-7 on a 28-yard field goal by Ricks. 
Alabama cut the margin to 17-14 on a 1-yard run 
by fullback Tim Castille but was unable to stop 
the Cowboys final drive of the half. Oklahoma 
State took it 64 yards, capped by a 7-yard run by 
Toston for a 24-14 lead at the half. 


In the third quarter Jamie Christensen kicked a 24 
yard field goal to pull Alabama three points closer 
before Reid hit Adarius Bowman for a 10-yard 
score to give Oklahoma State a 14 point lead at 
31-17. Keith Toston became the first Cowboy true 
freshman to run for two touchdowns in a bowl 
game.

State quarterback Zac 
Robinson passed for a 
Cowboy bowl-record 
329 yards despite play- 
ing most of the second 
half with a separated 
throwing shoulder and 
receiver Dez Bryant set a 
new Holiday Bowl record 
with 13 receptions for 167 
yards and a touchdown despite badly injuring his 
left ankle in the second quarter, but it was not 
enough to push the Cowboys to victory over No. 
15 Oregon, who won the 2008 Pacific Life Holiday 
Bowl, 42-31. 


Behind Robinson and Bryant, the Cowboys raced 
out to a 17-7 lead after the first quarter, but the 
game changed when Bryant went down with his 
injury in the second. Neither team was able to 
muster any points in the second quarter, but a 91- 
yard kick return by Oregon’s Walter Thurmond to 
open the second half led to a 1-yard touchdown 
run by Duck quarterback Jeremiah Masoli. Oregon 
took the lead later in the quarter after Masoli 
struck with a 41-yard touchdown run. 


Playing with a debilitating shoulder injury for 
most of the third quarter and the entire fourth 
quarter, Robinson was gutsy in bringing the 
Cowboys back for two more touchdown drives, 
but the Oregon defense made the stops it needed 
down the stretch to seal the Duck victory. 
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Oregon was clearly the more physical team on 
both sides of the ball, with running back Jeremiah 
Johnson (119 rushing yards) and Masoli (106 rush- 
ing yards) both crossing the century mark in the 
game. 


Playing after having his knee scoped after the 
regular-season finale vs. Oklahoma, Cowboy run- 
ning back Kendall Hunter was clearly not himself 
with 13 carries for only 37 yards. He did punch in 
a pair of touchdowns from three yards and four 
yards, respectively.

Senior linebacker Andre Sexton earned the 
game’s defensive most valuable player honor by 
bagging 10 tackles, one tackle for loss and two in- 
terceptions. Seniors Lucien Antoine and Terrance 
Anderson also added interceptions and defensive 
end Jermiah Price recovered a fumble. 


While the defense played well enough to win on 
most days, the OSU offense had trouble solving 
Ole Miss’s defense. The Cowboys went three-and- 
out on each of their first five drives and finished 
the game with only nine first downs. 


OSU’s lone score came on a one-yard pass from 
running back Keith Toston to tight end Wilson 
Youman in the third quarter that tied the game 
at 7-7. 


It was all Rebels from that point, however, as the 
Rebels scored two fourth-quarter touchdowns 
and forced Cowboy turnovers on each of OSU’s 
six possessions in the final stanza to derail the 
Cowboys’ comeback hopes.

Additionally, the Cowboys 
forced four Wildcat turnovers and limited Arizona 
to 90 yards rushing. 


In addition to Martin’s Defensive MVP perfor- 
mance, OSU linebacker Orie Lemon finished with 
14 tackles in helping lead a Cowboy defense that 
held Arizona to 10 points in the contest - the few- 
est points OSU had allowed in a bowl game since 
BYU mustered only six points against the Cowboys 
in the 1974 Fiesta Bowl.

Perhaps his most important catch of the game 
was not a touchdown, but rather a 21-yard catch 
on fourth and three late in the game that set up 
the game-tying touchdown run by Joseph Randle 
that sent the game into overtime.

Another primary question entering the contest 
was if the Cowboy offense could operate smoothly 
without coordinator and playcaller Todd Monken, 
who left the team to take the head coaching po- 
sition at Southern Miss after the regular season 
ended. With head coach Mike Gundy stepping in 
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to call plays, OSU answered the doubters by regis- 
tering the most lopsided margin of victory in any 
game during the 2012 bowl season. 


The Cowboy offense had little trouble putting 
points on the board, thanks largely to the OSU de- 
fense snatching a season-high five turnovers in the 
contest and regularly setting the offense up with 
favorable field position.

ARLINGTON, Texas - Trail- 
ing by three points with 
one minute left in the 
game, Oklahoma State 
drove to the Missouri 23 
and was in position to 
either tie or take the lead, 
but a sack by Southeast- 
ern Conference Defensive 
Player of the Year Michael 
Sam generated a fumble 
that was recovered by 
Shane Ray and returned 73 yards for a touch- 
down to cap the Tigers’ 41-31 win over Oklahoma 
State in the 2014 AT&T Cotton Bowl. 


For the most part, both teams’ respective de- 
fenses controlled the game, with Missouri holding 
a 17-14 lead after three quarters. The offenses got 
uncorked in a wild fourth quarter, however, with 
the two teams combining for 41 points, two ties 
and four lead changes in the final stanza alone. 


OSU quarterback Clint Chelf set an AT&T Cotton 
Bowl Classic record with 377 passing yards, and 
with 151 passing yards and 60 rushing yards com- 
ing in the fourth quarter, Chelf appeared poised 
to lead the Cowboys to victory on that final drive, 
but Sam’s sack changed everything. 


OSU’s most recognizable players were at the 
forefront in the game, with consensus All-America 
cornerback Justin Gilbert recording an intercep- 
tion, receiver Tracy Moore making seven catches 
for 100 yards (including a diving, fully-extended 
grab late in the game that may have been the 
best catch of his career), and Josh Stewart add- 
ing eight catches for 80 yards and a touchdown. 
Safety Daytawion Lowe broke up a career-high 
three passes and defensive tackle Calvin Barnett 
had two tackles for loss and a sack. 


Though the game marked the 52nd all-time meet- 
ing between the two longtime Big Eight and Big 
12 rivals, it was the first in a bowl game following 
Missouri's move to the SEC in 2012.

Castleman stole the show 
in providing the signature 
moments in Oklahoma 
State’s 30-22 win over 
Washington in the 2015 
TicketCity Cactus Bowl by 
scoring a rushing touch- 
down and hauling in a 
critical 48-yard reception 
late in the fourth quarter 
to essentially seal the victory. 


The 300-pound defensive tackle was inserted into 
the offensive game plan for the first time in his 
career and rewarded the coaches by punching in 
the game’s first score when quarterback Mason 
Rudolph motioned out as a receiver, leaving the 
big man as the lone player in the OSU backfield. He 
took the shotgun snap and bullied his way straight 
ahead into the end zone. Later in the game, with 
just 3:11 left and OSU holding on to a 30-22 lead 
and facing an important third-and-two from its 
own 35 yard line, Castleman leaked out of the 
backfield, caught a short pass from Rudolph and 
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rumbled 48 yards down the sideline to deal a key 
blow to Washington’s chances. 


The Cowboys established themselves as the ag- 
gressor early on, racing to a 24-0 lead at halftime, 
thanks largely to a passing attack that amassed 
220 yards in the first two quarters. Rudolph con- 
nected on long touchdown passes to James Wash- 
ington and Brandon Sheperd. 


Washington got back in it during the second half 
and held significant momentum at the time of 
Castleman’s long reception. The Huskies got the 
ball back with 43 seconds remaining in the game 
with a chance to potentially tie the game, but an 
interception by cornerback Kevin Peterson at the 
OSU 36 yard line sealed the Cowboy victory.

From 
that point on, the Rebels rattled off 27 unan- 
swered points - 24 of which came in the second 
quarter - and put the game out of reach. 


The Ole Miss defense controlled the trenches, 
racking up 12 tackles for loss and limiting Okla- 
homa State to 63 rushing yards, 74 of which came 
from quarterback J.W. Walsh. OSU’s running 
backs had a combined 14 carries for 15 yards in 
the game and the Rebels recorded three sacks. 


The stars of the game were Ole Miss quarterback 
Chad Kelly, who completed 21-of-33 passes for 
302 yards and four touchdowns, and receiver 
Laquon Treadwell, who caught three touchdown 
passes from Kelly. That said, the Rebels used 

a balanced passing attack that included three 
receivers who racked up at least 70 yards through 
the air.

SAN ANTONIO - This one 
was never in doubt. It 
didn’t matter that Colo- 
rado was the champion of 
the Pac-12 South division. 
It didn’t matter that 

the Buffaloes were the 
higher-ranked team in the 
College Football Playoff 
standings (the Buffs were 
No. 10 and Oklahoma 
State was No. 12). It didn’t 
matter that Colorado was favored to win by the 
Las Vegas oddsmakers. The Cowboys owned the 
trenches on both sides of the ball and were the 
more physical team by a landslide. 


How dominant was Oklahoma State? The Cow- 
boys held a 30-0 lead with under six minutes 
remaining in the fourth quarter before Colorado 
scored its first points of the game. 


Going in, the game was billed as one of the best 
matchups of the 2016 bowl season. It was the 
only game outside of the New Year’s Six bowls 
that matched a pair of top-15 opponents. The 
highlighted matchup was Oklahoma State’s 
explosive pass offense against a Colorado pass 
defense that entered the game ranked third in 
the FBS in pass efficiency defense and 13th in the 
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nation by allowing only 182.5 passing yards per 
game. It was strength vs. strength. 


What actually happened was much different than 
the pundits expected. Three of CU’s four starters 
in the secondary earned All-Pac-12 honors, so the 
Buffs were comfortable in trying to single-cover 
OSU’s standout receiver James Washington. 

That was proven to be a mistake, as Washington 
hauled in nine receptions for 171 yards in not 
even three full quarters of play (he had to leave 
early due to a hand injury suffered in the game). 
Quarterback Mason Rudolph carved the vaunted 
Buffaloes secondary up, completing 22-of-32 
passes for 314 yards with three touchdowns and 
no interceptions. 


The Cowboy defense was equally dominant, 
pitching a shutout for more than 53 minutes and 
holding the Buffs to 62 rushing yards on 29 at- 
tempts (2.1 yards per carry.).

Washington caught five passes for 126 yards, giv- 
ing him 4,472 for his career and passing Rashaun 
Woods for the school mark. Justice Hill ran for 120 
yards and another score for the Cowboys (10-3). 


Josh Jackson ran for two scores and threw for 
another for the Hokies (9-4), including a rush that 
got Virginia Tech within 27-21 with 5:40 remain- 
ing. Deshawn McClease ran for 124 yards, a Virgin- 
ia Tech season-best, but the Hokies were hurt by 
two turnovers in Oklahoma State territory. 


Hill came through with perhaps the play of the 
night. Facing a third-and-11 with 3:30 left, Hill 
took a handoff, went left, waited for a lane to 
open -- and broke loose for a 31-yard gain down 
to the Hokies’ 18. Matt Ammendola’s 38-yard field 
goal with 2:34 left put the Cowboys up by nine, 
essentially sealing the outcome. 


Virginia Tech actually outgained the high-octane 
Cowboys, 518 yards to 492. 


A pair of big missed Hokie opportunities helped 
Oklahoma State take a 13-7 lead at the break. An 
18-play, 10-minute drive that got to the Oklahoma 
State 1 resulted in no points when the Hokies 
fumbled a snap away. And after the Cowboys 
took the lead late in the half, Jackson had a wide- 
open Henri Murphy down the middle for what 
would have been a 54-yard score. 


But the pass was overthrown, the Hokies never 
led again, and Rudolph and Washington got the 
winning ending they sought.

Missouri faced fourth-and-1 when quarterback 
Drew Lock attempted a keeper around the right 
end. Harvell-Peel made an ankle tackle that 
stopped Lock short of the first-down marker. 


That allowed Oklahoma State to hang on to win 
a game it had led 35-19 heading into the fourth 
quarter. The Cowboys snapped Missouri’s four- 
game winning streak. 
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Cornelius, a fifth-year senior and former walk-on, 
went 26 of 44 with four touchdown passes and 
two interceptions by Cam Hilton that sparked 
Missouri's comeback try. Both interceptions led to 
Missouri touchdowns. 


Missouri’s Larry Rountree Ill ran for 204 yards, 
including a 55-yard touchdown. Missouri’s 
Johnathon Johnson had nine catches for 185 
yards, including an 86-yard score. Lock was 23 of 
38 for 373 yards with three touchdowns and no 
interceptions. 


Chuba Hubbard rushed for 145 yards and a touch- 
down for Oklahoma State. Tyron Johnson had 
seven catches for 141 yards and two touchdowns. 


Missouri wasted two chances to take the lead in 
the fourth quarter. Oklahoma State was clinging 
to a 35-33 lead when Mike Scott blocked Tucker 
McCann’s 42-yard field goal attempt with 9:22 
left. 


The blocked field goal came after a foiled fake- 
punt attempt by OSU gave Missouri the ball at the 
Cowboys’ 32-yard line. 


The Cowboys won while playing at far less than 
full strength. Oklahoma State’s offense was miss- 
ing leading rusher Justice Hill and guard Larry 
Williams, who sat out the bowl game to prepare 
for the NFL draft. Its defense was short-handed 
after losing cornerbacks Rodarius Williams and 
Kemah Siverand to targeting penalties — Wil- 
liams in the first quarter and Siverand early in the 
fourth period — and safety Malcolm Rodriguez to 
a second-quarter injury.

quarter. Mond cut to the right to avoid a couple of 
defenders and outran everyone else. Tre Sterling 
had a shot to tackle him around the 25, but Mond 
ran away from his diving attempt. 


The Cowboys (8-5) went for it on fourth-and-1 
from the Texas A&M 34 on their next possession, 
but Spencer Sanders was stopped for no gain. 


The Aggies added a 24-yard field goal to make it 
24-14 with about three minutes to go. 


Oklahoma State cut the lead to three on a touch- 
down reception by Braydon Johnson with about 
a minute left. The Cowboys attempted an onside 
kick, but A&M recovered it to secure the victory. 


Chuba Hubbard, who finished the regular season 
as the nation’s leading rusher, ran for 158 yards, 
and Johnson had 124 yards receiving and two 
touchdowns for the Cowboys. 


Hubbard finished the season with 2,094 yards 
rushing to become the second player in school 
history to reach 2,000, joining Barry Sanders, 
who did it in 1988 when he won the Heisman Tro- 
phy. Sanders tweeted congratulations to Hubbard 
after he reached the mark and said: “I know the 
effort it takes to get there.”

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The story of Oklahoma State University began 

on Christmas Eve, 1890, at the McKennon Opera 
House in Oklahoma’s territorial capital of Guthrie 
when Territorial Governor George W. Steele 
signed legislation establishing an Oklahoma 
Agricultural and Mechanical College (OAMC) in 
Payne County. OAMC’s first students assembled 
for class on December 14, 1891, even though there 
were no buildings, no books, and no curriculum. 
The college’s first students attended classes in 
the Stillwater Congregational Church. The original 
campus consisted of 200 acres of prairie that 
were donated by four local homesteaders. The 


college’s first six graduates received their diplo- 
mas in 1896. 


Visitors to the OSU campus often marvel at its 
beauty and consistency of architecture. Much of 
the credit goes to legendary president, Henry G. 
Bennett, who served from 1928-1951. Dr. Bennett’s 
25-year campus master plan envisioned some of 
the university’s most famous and beautiful struc- 
tures, including the Edmon Low Library and the 
OSU Student Union. Under the direction of OSU 
President Burns Hargis, a new campus master 
plan is guiding unprecedented construction that 


is making OSU more competitive in academ- 

ics and athletics. Starting in the fall of 2008, 
OSU has opened the Multimodal Transportation 
Terminal, the North Classroom Building, the west 
end zone of Boone Pickens Stadium, refurbished 
Old Central, the Donald W. Reynolds Archi- 
tecture Building, an upgraded Murray Hall, the 
Henry Bellmon Research Center, an updated and 
expanded Student Union, the Greenwood Tennis 
Center, the north wing to the College of Human 
Sciences building, an upgraded Atherton Hotel 
in the Student Union, the innovative University 
Commons residential complex and dining facility,

the crescent-shaped business building, and the 
world-class ENDEAVOR facility for interdisciplin- 
ary research. In October 2019, OSU opened the 
magnificent McKnight Center for the Performing 
Arts with the New York Philharmonic. The next 
major facility opening will be the top-tier O’Brate 
Stadium for baseball. Hall of Fame Avenue on the 
north and University Avenue on the south, as well 
as core north-south artery Monroe Street, have all 
been significantly upgraded, and the university 
continues to update its campus landscape plan, 
including the addition of a Welcome Plaza south- 
east of the Student Union. 


OSU grew quite rapidly following World War Il. 
The post-war years were marked by a huge en- 
rollment surge and the thriving “Veteran’s Village” 
on the northwest edge of campus as veterans and 
their families moved into surplus military housing 
provided by the college. The mid-1940s also were 
a golden era for athletics at Oklahoma A&M. In 

a 90-day period in early 1945, OAMC teams won 
the Cotton Bowl, the NCAA championship in 
wrestling, and the NCAA championship in basket- 
ball. In 2016, the undefeated 1945 football team 
was retroactively awarded the national champion- 
ship trophy by the American Football Coaches 
Association. In 1946, the wrestling and basketball 
teams repeated as national champions, and the 
football team won the Sugar Bowl. 


Coaches and players from that era are now sports 
legends. Coach Henry Iba set a national standard 
in basketball and Edward Gallagher took OAMC 
wrestling teams to international prominence. 


People often ask when OSU made the transi- 
tion from college to university. By the 1950s 

the college had grown substantially and in 1957 
OAMC became The Oklahoma State University for 
Agriculture and Applied Science. During the next 
three decades, OSU would build academic pro- 
grams to match its new status. Enrollment more 
than doubled from 10,385 in 1957 to more than 
23,000 in the 1980s. OSU became a statewide 
university system, adding branches in Okmulgee 
in 1946 and Oklahoma City in 1961. OSU merged 
with the Oklahoma College of Osteopathic Medi- 
cine in 1988, and OSU-Tulsa was born in 1999. 


Today, OSU has 35,000 students across five cam- 
puses and a presence in every Oklahoma county 
through its extension offices and experiment 
stations. From six graduates in 1896, to 5,000 an- 
nually today, the small college on the prairie has 
grown and prospered far beyond the dreams of 
its founders. OSU teaching, research and gradu- 
ates are making a bigger impact on the lives of 
people around the world than ever before. It’s a 
great time to be a Cowboy!

Burns Hargis was named the 18th President of 
Oklahoma State University and the OSU System in 
December 2007 and took office March 10, 2008. 
Hargis oversees one of the nation’s most compre- 
hensive land-grant university systems with more 
than 35,000 students, 7,000 employees, and 
campuses located in Stillwater, Tulsa, Oklahoma 
City and Okmulgee. 


As president, Hargis has enthusiastically united 
the broad OSU community of students, employ- 
ees, alumni and donors behind his bold vision of 
a modern land-grant university that cuts across 
disciplines to better prepare students for success. 
The results have been historic. 


He has guided OSU to record enrollment and re- 
cord fundraising, with pledges and cash surpass- 
ing the $1 billion Branding Success campaign goal 
nearly two years ahead of schedule. In total, OSU 
has raised more than $2 billion in private support 


and added more than 81,000 new donors during 
Hargis’ time as president. 


OSU’s giving has focused on student scholarships, 
faculty and other vital resources and programs. 
Hargis also is overseeing a construction boom 
that is transforming the OSU campus to be more 
competitive in academics and athletics. Most 
recently, the crescent-shaped business building 
and spectacular McKnight Center for the Perform- 
ing Arts are new campus icons. Guided by Hargis’ 
vision, the OSU campus has never looked more 
beautiful. 


Hargis and his wife, First Cowgirl Ann, are active 
across campus, interacting regularly with OSU’s 
diverse student body. Strong proponents of well- 
ness, they have led OSU’s initiative as America’s 
Healthiest Campus. They also have taken OSU’s 
story of success to alumni around the world. 


He is past chairman of the Big 12 Conference 
Board of Directors and represents the conference 
as a member of the NCAA Division | Board of 
Directors and the NCAA Board of Governors. 


Before being named OSU President, Hargis had a 
long and distinguished legal and business career, 
with active civic and philanthropic leadership 
across many fronts. He also is familiar to many 
Oklahomans through the political perspective and 
wit he provided on the award-winning television 
program “Flashpoint”. 


Prior to coming to OSU, he was Vice Chairman of 
Bank of Oklahoma, N.A. Before joining Bank of 
Oklahoma in 1997, Hargis practiced law in Okla- 
homa City for 28 years, most recently with the 
firm of McAfee & Taft. He is a former president 

of the Oklahoma County Bar Association, former 
president of the Oklahoma Bar Foundation, and is 
a Fellow of the American Bar Foundation. 


Hargis served as vice-chairman of the Oklahoma 
State Election Board, the Oklahoma Constitution- 
al Revision Commission, and served as Chairman 
of the Oklahoma Commission for Human Services. 
Hargis was a candidate for the Republican nomi- 
nation for Governor of Oklahoma in 1990. 


A firm believer in the power of imagination and 
collaboration, Hargis was the first chair of the 
Oklahoma Creativity Project. He has served and 
chaired many boards, including the Board of Re- 
gents for the Oklahoma Agricultural and Mechani- 
cal Colleges of Oklahoma State University. 


Hargis received the state’s highest honor when he 
was inducted into the Oklahoma Hall of Fame in 
2009. Hargis and his wife, Ann, have two children 
and three grandchildren.

Mike Holder won eight NCAA team titles as 
head men’s golf coach at Oklahoma State from 
1973-2005, but what he’s done for his alma mater 
while serving as athletic director since then is 
perhaps even more remarkable, especially in the 
realm of facilities and fundraising. 


Facilities 


When Holder took over as athletic director on 
September 16, 2005, he set out an audacious fa- 
cilities master plan that has produced perhaps the 
most impressive collection of facilities in America. 

The facilities renaissance was actually set into 
motion during Holder’s coaching days when he 
was a central figure in bringing Karsten Creek 
Golf Course into existence. The home of Cowboy 
and Cowgirl golf is widely recognized among the 
very best public courses in the nation and hosted 
the NCAA Championships in 2003, 2011 and 2018, 
along with several men’s and women’s NCAA 
regionals. 

Holder’s first major facilities move as athletic 
director came with a total overhaul of Boone 
Pickens Stadium that was completed in 2009. 
With Holder serving as athletic director, both the 
north and the west sides of the stadium were 
brought to their current form and the stadium 
is now recognized as one of the finest in college 
football. 

Built from the ground up during Holder’s 
tenure as athletic director are the Sherman Smith 
Indoor Training Center, the Michael and Anne 
Greenwood Tennis Center, Neal Patterson Sta- 
dium and O’Brate Stadium. Each of those facilities 
ranks among the elite within their respective 
sports. 

Opened in 2013, the 94,000-square foot Sher- 
man Smith Center is the primary practice home 
for Cowboy football, but serves nearly every OSU 
team. The Greenwood Tennis Center was recog- 
nized by the USTA as the nation’s top facility in 
2016 and was selected to host the 2020 NCAA 
Championships. Neal Patterson Stadium opened 
in 2018 and is a showcase for Cowgirl soccer. 

Set to open in 2021, O’Brate Stadium may very 
well be the best college baseball-only facility in 
the country. It features 3,500 permanent seats, 11 
suites and 400 premium seats in dedicated club 
and suite areas. It has state-of-the-art accommo- 
dations for the team as well. 


Fundraising 


Any discussion about fundraising at Oklahoma 
State must start with Holder’s close friend, Boone 
Pickens, who gave more than $600 million to his 
alma mater. Holder’s vision for athletic facilities 
inspired Pickens to give $165 million toward the 
project in 2006, marking the largest donation in 
the history of college athletics. 

At Holder’s urging, OSU Athletics has placed 
an emphasis on scholarship endowments. The 
“Leave A Legacy” endowment drive has seen 
Oklahoma State climb from dead last in the Big 
12 to the top with gifts and commitments of 
approximately $61 million. As recently as 2009, 
OSU’s endowment stood at just $2.1 million. 

Perhaps Holder’s adept fundraising stems 
from his “fund-giving”. He and his wife, Robbie, 
illustrated their commitment to Oklahoma State 
when they donated $500,000 for the first fully 
endowed scholarship for Cowboy football. The 
scholarship is named for former OSU player, the 
late Vernon Grant. The Holders’ lifetime giving to 
OSU surpasses $2.5 million, including $1 million 
for an entrepreneurship super chair at OSU in the 
Spears School of Business. 

“Robbie and | made the gift to the college of 
business because of (OSU donors) Malone and 
Amy Mitchell,” Holder said at the announcement. 
“Having two degrees in business was the icing 
on the cake. | would like to see the new program 
nationally recognized and make a difference in 
the lives of young people.” 

Malone and Amy Mitchell had made a $57.2 
million gift to OSU, split evenly between athletics 
and academics, on the day the Holders an- 
nounced their $1 million gift. 


Success in Competition 


Oklahoma State has won six NCAA team titles 
under Holder’s watch and entering the 2020-21 
academic year, 11 different OSU programs have 
combined to win 55 conference titles with Holder 
in the athletic director’s chair. Locally, OSU has 
won the all-sports Bedlam Series over in-state 
rival Oklahoma in six of the past seven years. 

Holder has presided over the best sustained 
era in Cowboy football history. The Pokes won the 
Big 12 Conference title outright in 2011 and have 
appeared in 14 straight bowl games, with four ap- 
pearances in New Year’s Six contests since 2010. 
In that same time span, the Cowboys have aver- 
aged 9.3 wins per season and rank 12th nationally 
with 93 wins. 


Background in Golf 


During his tenure as OSU men’s golf coach, 
Holder’s successes included not only his team’s 
results on the course, but his players’ performanc- 
es in the classroom and beyond. 

In 2000, Holder’s Cowboy golf team claimed 
the national championship, marking the eighth 
time his squad carried home the NCAA trophy. 
And while high national finishes are the norm 
at Oklahoma State, the accomplishments of his 
teams never stopped at the 18th hole. 

Holder took over his OSU coaching post on 
July 1, 1973, and during his tenure, his teams set 
student-athlete standards that were unequaled. 
While he coached 112 All-America selections, 
including 38 first-team choices, and has numer- 


ous former players competing on the PGA Tour, 
overseas and on mini-tours, Holder saw to it that 
his players also excelled in the classroom. During 
his tenure, OSU produced three Ben Hogan Award 
winners, which was based on academic and 
athletic excellence nationwide. Kevin Wentworth 
earned the honor in 1990, Trip Kuehne claimed 
the prestigious award in 1995 and Hunter Mahan 
was named the 2003 recipient. Kuehne was OSU’s 
outstanding male graduate in 1995 as well. 

Holder is one of five coaches in NCAA history, 
regardless of sport, to win a national champion- 
ship in four different decades. Three times Holder 
coached the Cowboys to the national team title 
the same year an OSU individual also claimed 
medalist honors (1978, 1987 and 2000). Along the 
way, he claimed 25 conference championships. 
His 21 Big Eight championships were the second 
most by a head coach in any sport, trailing only 
Kansas basketball coach Phog Allen. 

As a student-athlete, Holder was the 1970 Big 
Eight medalist and led OSU to the conference 
team title. He was a third-team All-American as 
a junior and a senior and an honorable mention 
All-American as a sophomore. 


Personal 

A graduate of Ardmore HS, Holder earned his 
degree in marketing from Oklahoma State in 1970 
and completed work on his MBA at OSU in 1973. 
His wife, Robbie, graduated as salutatorian from 
Jasper High School in 1966, and attended the 
University of Houston where they met at the All- 
American Intercollegiate golf tournament in 1968.

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Very few athletic departments produce the kind of consistent success found at Oklahoma State. 

OSU boasts NCAA team championships in five different sports - wrestling (34 titles), men’s golf (11 
titles), men’s cross country (four titles), men’s basketball (two titles) and baseball (one title). Addition- 
ally, OSU football and equestrian have been recognized as national champions by other organizations, 
with football honored as the American Football Coaches Association national champion in 1945 and 
equestrian winning four team national titles as recognized by the National Collegiate Equestrian As- 


sociation. 


OSU has won 52 NCAA team championships - a mark that ranks fourth among all Division | schools. 
That same success translates on the conference level, where Oklahoma State has amassed 317 team 
conference championships entering the 2020-21 academic year.

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A legendary energy executive and one of 
America’s best-known entrepreneurs, there will 
never be another like T. Boone Pickens. 

The namesake of Oklahoma State’s football 
stadium and School of Geology, Pickens passed 
away in 2019 at the age of 91, but left a legacy 
that is unmatched. 

During the span of his long career, he created 
thousands of jobs and made billions of dollars— 
for others as well as himself — and he wasn’t 
timid about spreading it around. “I like making 
money. | like giving it away.... not as much as | like 
making it, but it’s a close second,” he often said. 

The breadth of his philanthropy — which ap- 
proached $1 billion — included health and medical 
research, treatment and services; entrepreneur- 
ship; kids at risk; education and athletics, with 
a particular focus on his alma mater, Oklahoma 
State; corporate health and fitness; and conserva- 
tion and wildlife management. 

In many ways, Pickens was a record-setting 
philanthropist. His $165 million gift to OSU in 
2005 was the single largest gift for athletics in 
NCAA history, and the $7 million donation to the 
American Red Cross in 2005 was the largest indi- 
vidual contribution in the 150-year history of that

organization. His unprecedented giving to OSU 
athletics triggered a renaissance in the Cowboy 
football program and was a key factor in its first 
Big 12 championship in 2011 and its first BCS Bowl 
win in the Fiesta Bow! matchup with Stanford in 
2012. 

On May 21, 2008, Pickens gave $100 million for 
the endowment of major faculty chairs and pro- 
fessorships at Oklahoma State. The OSU School 
of Geology already bears his name from previous 
gifts to OSU. 

Over the years, Pickens donated close to $600 
million to Oklahoma State, split virtually equally 
between athletics and academics. Backed by 
the record donation in 2005, Pickens and OSU 
athletic director Mike Holder set into motion 
the acquisition of land that has produced OSU’s 
sparkling Athletic Village, which now includes the

In 2010, OSU launched its campus-wide 
“Branding Success” campaign and T. Boone Pick- 
ens again led the charge with yet another $120 
million gift to his alma mater. 

A hall-of-famer in both Oklahoma and Texas, 
Pickens was a world leader on the energy front 
with the launching of the Pickens Plan, a unique 
private sector initiative formed to address the 
economic and national security threats posed by 
America’s reliance on OPEC oil. 

A presence at every Oklahoma State home 
football game for years, Pickens was a true Cow- 
boy legend.

The Big 12 Conference 


The Big 12 celebrates its 25th anniversary in 
2020-21 as one of the nation’s premier athletic 
conferences under the direction of ninth-year 
commissioner Bob Bowlsby. 


TCU and West Virginia joined the league on July 
1, 2012 and became the Big 12’s first additions 
since inception, joining Baylor, lowa State, Kansas, 
Kansas State, Oklahoma, Oklahoma State, Texas 
and Texas Tech. 


With 10 members, the Big 12 remains as the only 
autonomy conference to determine its champions 
in all sports directly on the field of play with a 

full round-robin schedule. The Conference’s hard 
work ethic and strong values have translated to 
enormous success in its first 22 years. Since it 
began competition in 1996-97, the league can 
boast of 63 NCAA team titles and 689 individual 
national championships. 


The Big 12 has been at the forefront in college 
athletics reform, specifically with student-athlete 
welfare issues to include cost of attendance, stu- 
dent-athlete time demands and strengthening its 
policy for concussion diagnosis and management. 
In 2014-15, the Big 12 introduced and hosted three 
“State of Collegiate Athletics” forums to examine 
the issues facing college athletics. Two were con- 
ducted in Washington, D.C and one in New York 
City. Panelists included respected authorities from 
intercollegiate athletics, university leadership 

and sports journalism. The third forum featured 

a special session comprised of student-athletes. 
The Big 12 continued the “State of Collegiate Ath- 
letics” forums with Dallas serving as the host site 
for three events and one staged in Atlanta. 


The award-winning Big 12 Champions for Life, an 
initiative of the Conference, begins its sixth year 
in 2020-21. It features student-athletes, selected 
by league institutions, in a series of public service 
announcements highlighting the positive impact 
an athletics scholarship has had on their lives 
leading to stories of personal growth and success. 


The Big 12 was the only conference to place a 
team in the Final Four and CFP semifinals in both 
2017-18 and 2018-19. Texas Tech played in the 
2019 national championship game while Kansas 
competed in the 2018 Final Four. Oklahoma was 
in the CFP semifinals in both seasons, and again 
in 2019. Additionally, the Big 12 was the lone 
conference that had teams play in the 2019 men’s 
(Texas Tech) and women’s (Baylor) Final Fours, 


and the NIT (Texas, 
TCU) and WNIT 
(TCU) semifinals. 
Baylor won the 
women’s basketball 
national title while 
Texas was the NIT 
champion. The Big 12 
also claimed both of 
the Associated Press 
basketball coaches 
of the year as Kim 
Mulkey (Baylor) cap- 
tured the women’s 
award while Chris Beard (Texas Tech) picked up 
the men’s honor. 


In addition to Baylor’s women’s basketball crown, 
national championships were won by Texas Tech 
men’s outdoor track & field, Texas men’s tennis 
and Oklahoma women’s gymnastics while lowa 
State claimed the National Invitation Volleyball 
Tournament. NCAA runner-up finishes besides 
Texas Tech men’s basketball included UT men’s 
swimming & diving and men’s golf along with OU 
softball. 


The Big 12 placed 60% of its teams in 2019 bowl 
games with two in CFP New Year’s bowls. No. 

4 Oklahoma competed in the CFP Semifinal at 
the Chick-fil-A Peach Bowl while Baylor played 

in the Allstate Sugar Bowl. The Big 12 has made 
10 appearances in a CFP News Year’s Bowl in the 
six years of the structure, including OU and BU in 
2019. The Sooners made their third-straight CFP 
semifinal appearance and fourth in five years. 
Also in the fall of 2019, lowa State’s Edwin Kurgat 
won the NCAA Men’s Cross Country individual 
championship while Baylor volleyball advanced 
to the NCAA semifinals. Oklahoma quarterback 
Jalen Hurts was the runner-up for the Heisman 
Trophy, giving the Big 12 a finalist in 16 of its 
seasons for a total of 21 with two finalists in five 
seasons. The Conference has seven Heisman 
winners, including former OU signal callers Kyler 
Murray in 2018 and Baker Mayfield in 2017. Thirty- 
nine major individual awards have been won by 
Big 12 student-athletes in football over the past 10 
campaigns. Overall, more than 4,800 student- 
athletes have earned All-America recognition. 


The Big 12 and its member institutions are com- 
mitted to a competitive environment where 
sportsmanship and fair play take center stage. 
Whether on the field, in the classroom, or within 
the community, the student-athletes, administra- 
tors, coaches and game officials of the Big 12 
support the highest ideals in sportsmanship. 


National academic accolades have always been 
strong in the Big 12. Ty Darlington (Oklahoma) 
was the recipient of the 2015 William V. Campbell 
Trophy, known as the Academic Heisman. Jimmy 
Bendeck (Baylor) was presented the NCAA To- 
day’s Top 10 Award in January 2020. It recognizes 
former student-athletes for their successes on 
the fields and courts, in the classroom and in the 


community. Since 1996, the Big 12 has a total of 
13 honorees for this prestigious award. In the last 
nine seasons, 20 student-athletes were recipients 
of the NCAA Elite 90 Award with Baylor’s Lauren 
Cox (women’s basketball) and Colin Kober (men’s 
golf), Oklahoma State’s Sofia Blanco (women’s 
tennis), Texas’ Johnny Goodwin (men’s tennis), 
and Texas Tech’s Davide Moretti (men’s basket- 
ball) and Braxton Fulford (baseball), picking up 
the most recent honors in 2018-19. The accolade 
showcases individuals who have reached the 
pinnacle of competition at the national cham- 
pionship level, while also achieving the highest 
academic standard among their peers. 


In its short history, the Big 12 has over 700 Aca- 
demic All-America recipients, averaging about 20 
each season. Big 12 student-athletes have shown 
commitment to their studies by earning numerous 
individual academic recognitions. Fifteen times 

in the past 16 years a league athlete has garnered 
the top academic honor for their respective sport, 
including Bianca St. Georges (West Virginia) for 
soccer in 2018-19 and Brittany Brewer (Texas 
Tech) for women’s basketball in 2019-20. 


Competitive excellence, scholarship and sports- 
manship are all equal components of the Big 

12 philosophy. All-Big 12 teams and Academic 
All-Big 12 squads are recognized for each sport at 
the end of their respective seasons. At the end 

of each academic year, the Conference honors its 
top male and female student-athletes with the 
Big 12 Athlete of the Year and Big 12 Sportsperson 
of the Year awards. 


Institutions can also nominate student-athletes 
for the prestigious Dr. Prentice Gautt Postgradu- 
ate Scholarships. A total of 461 scholars have re- 
ceived over $3.5 million in postgraduate financial 
aid through the first 24 years of the program. 


The Big 12 sponsors 23 sports. Men’s squads 
include baseball, basketball, cross country, 
football, golf, indoor track & field, outdoor track 

& field, swimming & diving, tennis and wrestling. 
Women’s teams are fielded in basketball, cross 
country, equestrian, golf, gymnastics, indoor track 
& field, outdoor track & field, rowing, soccer, soft- 
ball, swimming & diving, tennis and volleyball. 


Big 12 institutions create a league that encom- 
passes five states and nearly 38 million people. 
Nearly 5,000 student-athletes from across the 
United States and around the World compete an- 
nually in the sports sponsored by the Conference. 


The Conference currently conducts postseason 
championships for 22 of its 23 sports with the 
Football Championship Game returning in 2017 
after a six-year absence. Each championship helps 
to determine teams and/or individuals that will 
represent the Conference in national postseason 
competition. 


The Conference office is headquartered in Irving, 
Texas. 
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Located in north central Oklahoma, Stillwater 
provides a college-town atmosphere with big-city 
access.

The Cowboy Trail 


Dating back to the 1890s, Oklahoma A&M sports 
teams had been referred to as Agriculturists or 
Aggies, the Farmers, and officially but unpopu- 
larly, the Tigers. But by 1924, Charles Saulsberry, 
sports editor of the Oklahoma City Times, and 
other writers who regularly covered college 
events, had begun to refer to Stillwater’s teams as 
the A&M Cowboys. Reporters’ constant search of 
colorful synonyms started sprinkling Cowpokes, 
Pokes, Waddies, Cowpunchers and Punchers in 
conversation. “Cowboys” had a Southwestern 
flavor and flair that fit like a favorite pair of boots. 


The Athletic Council authorized athletics direc- 
tor Edward C. Gallagher to have 2,000 balloons 
printed, “Oklahoma Aggies—Ride ’Em Cowboy” 
for sale at football games in 1926. 


Pistol Pete 


(excerpt from text written by Lance Millis) 


Around 1923, when Oklahoma A&M College was 
searching for a new mascot to replace its tiger 
(copied along with the school’s orange and black 
colors, from university founders who hailed 

from Princeton), a group of students saw Frank 
Eaton leading the Armistice Day Parade. He was 
approached to see if he would be interested in 
being the model for the new mascot, and he 
agreed. A likeness was drawn and began to be 
used on sweatshirts, stickers, etc., and a tradition 
was born. 


That caricature was the basis for what is used 
today as the official Oklahoma State University 
mascot. For 35 years, the crusty old cowboy was 
a living symbol of OSU, representing the color- 
ful past of the area. As such, he would attend 
OSU athletic events, building dedications, etc., 
and sign autographs, pose for photographs and 
reminisce about the Old West with anyone who 
would listen. 


To this day, his likeness is a visible reminder of the 
Old West to literally millions of people yearly as a 
symbol of colleges whose mascots pay homage 

to the cowboy. Each year, OSU students tryout for 


Bullet is a regular part of the Cowboy football a 


Pistol Pete. A panel of former “Petes” judge the 
tryouts and select the two best candidates based 
on an interview, a mime, and posing as mascot 

in different “game situations.” The two who are 
selected split the approximately 500 appearances 
annually. These appearances include all athletic 
events, pep rallies, business openings, weddings, 
birthday parties, and public school events. 


Frank Eaton - Before Pistol Pete 


“My boy, may an old man’s curse rest upon you, 
if you do not try to avenge your father...You 
must never stop until they are all accounted for!” 
These words, according to one of Eaton’s many 
stories, were spoken by a family friend following 
the brutal murder of his father, and guided the 
formative years of Frank’s life. 


Born in 1860, in Hartford, Connecticut, Frank 
moved with his family to Kansas shortly after 

the close of the Civil War. When Frank was eight 
years old, his father, a former Union soldier, was 
shot and killed by a group of lawless former 
Confederates. Frank was a witness to the murder 
and each of the murderers’ faces was imprinted in 
his memory. 


After being challenged to avenge his father’s 
death by Mose Beaman, (the family friend), Frank 
set out to learn how to handle guns.

There he competed 
with the cavalry’s best marksmen, beating them 
each time. After many competitions, the fort’s 
commanding officer, Colonel Copinger gave Frank 
a marksmanship badge and a new name. From 
that day forward, Frank would be known as Pistol 
Pete. 


Bullet 

The Oklahoma State University Cowboys have 
many symbols of their western heritage, but none 
is more appropriate than their mascot, Bullet. The 
Spirit Rider program debuted in 1984 with the 
first few Spirit Riders providing their own horse to 
serve as mascot for the OSU Cowboys. 


However, in 1988, Stars Parr Money was donated 
to the OSU Athletic Department to be used 
specifically as the mascot. Since that time, Bullet 
has delighted crowds with his traditional sprint 
across the football field following every Cowboy 
touchdown. The heart of the Cowboy Spirit Rider 
Program, Bullet is not only seen at Boone Pickens 
Stadium and other OSU football games, he’s 
made appearances at local elementary schools, 
parades, rodeos and other special events, includ- 
ing the opening ceremonies of the Oklahoma 
State Special Olympics. 


The tradition of the Spirit Rider can be attributed 
to the late Eddy Finley, who wanted to promote 
school spirit the “cowboy way,” on horseback. 
Since that time, additional support has come 

for the Spirit Rider and Bullet, much of it due to 
Finley’s hard work. A horse trailer, custom-tooled 
saddle and uniform dress for the Spirit Rider and 
ground crew have been donated to OSU. In honor 
of the Spirit Rider and its tradition, Jim Hamilton 
sculpted the Spirit Rider bronze statue that sits 
just south of the Greenwood Tennis Center. 
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The Person and the Player 


If you ask people around Oklahoma State what makes 
this place unique, the answer you’re most likely to get is 
that OSU and Stillwater just “feel like home” and there’s 
a sense of family and belonging that makes this place 
special. 


It shows up in how youngsters all around Stillwater look up to Cowboy football players as role models 
and treat them as if they are titans when they see them around town. 


It shows up in the local restaurants and businesses - nearly all of which have some kind of Cowboy 
football-related memorabilia on display, whether it be a replica OSU helmet on a desk, a poster ona 
wall or a signed photo or jersey in a frame. 


It shows up because the OSU and Stillwater communities believe in what’s happening within the pro- 
gram. They believe because they know there is more to Oklahoma State football than what happens on 
the field. 


Let’s explain. 


A good place to start is the football facility within Boone Pickens Stadium - a space the players and 
staff inhabit every day. Throughout that facility are signs highlighting concepts that the program places 
a high value on, such as controlling the things that you can control and being respectful to others. They 
celebrate foundational traits such as effort, focus, toughness and leadership. They remind passers-by to 
never show fear, frustration or fatigue. 


A regularly-discussed concept within the program is “The Person and the Player”, because the person 
will always outlast the player. Starting in 2017, OSU launched its Cowboy Football Development Confer- 
ence and has brought in respected guest speakers to provide knowledge and guidance to the team on 
a variety of topics, such as managing personal finances, making the transition to life after football, the 
best ways to make valuable contacts, being a well-rounded person and much more. Personal develop- 
ment isn’t just restricted to an annual conference, however. In fact, after nearly every practice, head 
coach Mike Gundy addresses the team and spends far more time sharing life lessons and practical 
advice than he does breaking down what happened between the lines. 


Looking purely at performance, so much of the transformational growth and development enjoyed 

by Cowboy football players happens within the west end zone of Boone Pickens Stadium, where one 

of the most highly-respected athlete performance coaches in America takes players to new heights. 
With more than 30 years of experience to his credit, Rob Glass remains at the top of the field thanks in 
part to always-evolving research and application of new ways to get players to grow and reach higher 
levels. He and his staff provide cutting-edge technology, equipment and techniques in the weight room, 
dietary guidance, sleep aids and a variety of other elements that all point to the same goal - helping 
Cowboy football players perform at their highest level. 


With that as the foundation, OSU football players have every opportunity to grow and develop faster 
than those at other schools and why it’s common for the Pokes to finish higher in the national rankings 
and Big 12 standings than they are picked in the preseason by recruiting “experts” or by media pundits. 


While the Cowboys have enjoyed their share of on-field success, they’ve also been outstanding in the 
area of academics. 


Take into consideration that through the spring of 2020, 332 Gundy-era players have graduated from 
OSU. 


In 2020, Oklahoma State led the Big 12 with a multi-year score of 979 on the NCAA Academic Progress 
Rate (APR). The year prior, Cowboy football posted a program-best multi-year APR of 982. In 2018, 
Oklahoma State was one of only five FBS programs to earn the AFCA’s Academic Achievement Award.

Cowboy Back Britton Abbott and running back Justice Hill were honored as part of the 2018 Google 
Cloud Academic All-America Division | football team, selected by the College Sports Information 
Directors of America (CoSIDA). 


It marked the second consecutive season for both Abbott and Hill to be honored on the team as they 
became the sixth and seventh two-time recipients in OSU history. OSU has five total selections to the 
CoSIDA Academic All-America team over the past three seasons, tying Minnesota for the most of any 
school in FBS during that timeframe. Additionally, OSU was one of just five schools in FBS with multiple 
honorees in 2018. The selection of Abbott and Hill gave Oklahoma State seven Academic All-America 
honorees in the past seven years. 


On top of his Academic All-America honor, Hill was also selected as the 2018 Big 12 Football Scholar- 
Athlete of the Year. 


In addition to joining Abbott and Hill on the Academic All-America team in 2017, center Brad Lundblade 
was one of 10 finalists for the 2017 National Football Foundation Campbell Trophy, which is also known 

as the Academic Heisman. Additionally, he was one of only three student-athletes who represented the 
Big 12 Conference on the NCAA Autonomy Governance Committee in 2017. 


It’s hard to produce that kind of fruit in a short period of time, so Gundy’s longevity and staying power 
have both factored into OSU’s success. 


Gundy is the third-longest tenured coach at his active school in the FBS, trailing only Kirk Ferentz at 
lowa and Gary Patterson at TCU. His 77 career wins in Big 12 Conference games entering 2020 ranks 
fourth in the history of the league, trailing only Bob Stoops, Mack Brown and Bill Snyder. 


So what do those things put together mean? 


It means that there is plenty of tangible evidence to show why people believe in the Oklahoma State 
football program.

Boone Pickens Stadium History 


Oklahoma State’s football home is now far removed from the humble athletic grounds that served as 
the home of Oklahoma A&M football when the team was first formed in 1901. 


In 1896, Dr. Lowery Layman Lewis first arrived in Stillwater as professor of veterinary medicine. Lewis 
became dean of veterinary medicine and later dean of the School of Science and Literature. While he 
was not officially linked to sports at A&M, the enthusiastic and beloved Dean Lewis took the initiative 
in organizing early track and football teams, encouraging students to sample different events and to 
participate for their school. 


Dean Lewis helped locate the football field, placing it in a north-south position north of Morrill Hall. The 
patron saint of early-day athletics had been an integral part of the campus for fourteen years when 

in 1910 the Athletic Association heartily endorsed the suggestion to honor Dean Lewis by naming the 
athletic grounds Lewis Field. The new name was made official during the 1913-1914 academic year. 


In the fall of 1919, the new Oklahoma A&M Armory and Gymnasium, now known as the Donald W. Reyn- 
olds School of Architecture, was completed at a cost of $102,000. At the same time, Lewis Field was 
moved to its permanent site on the northeast edge of the campus. Shortly after the move, the field was 
repositioned from north-south to east-west to “avoid the prevailing strong winds.” 


The first addition to the stadium came in 1924 with the steel and concrete portion of the south stadium. 
During the 1929-30 seasons, 8,000 permanent seats were built on the north side to bring the capacity 
to 13,000. 


In 1947, the south stadium was increased from 20 to 53 rows and capacity climbed to over 30,000. The 
first permanent press box was added in 1948. Prior to the 1950 season, 10,600 more seats were added 
to the north stands, increasing capacity to 39,000. 


The next expansion didn’t come until 1971 when the cinder track around the field was removed. The 
field was lowered 12 feet and 20 rows of permanent seating were added to both sides. 


The first artificial surface was installed in 1971 at a cost of $2.5 million. The stadium’s press box was torn 
down and reconstructed in 1980 and the lighting system was installed prior to the 1985 season. 


A second artificial surface was installed prior to 
the 2000 season and remained in place until the 
summer of 2005. 


The wheels were set in motion to bring the stadi- 
um to its current form when OSU graduate Boone 
Pickens made the single-largest gift in school his- 
tory in 2003. His $70 million donation ($20 million 
of which was earmarked for stadium expansion) 
spurred the “Next Level Campaign,” which gener- 
ated more than $100 million in gifts and pledges 
and involved more than 2,500 individuals, making 
it the single-most successful campaign in OSU 
history. 


Boone Pickens Stadium was rededi- 
cated in 2009 with Pickens on hand to 
cut the ribbon. 


The stadium was renamed Boone Pickens Stadium 
during a halftime ceremony as part of the Cow- 
boys’ 2003 season opener against Wyoming. 


In the wake of Pickens’ gift, major renovations to the south side of the stadium that included suites and 
club seating were completed in 2004. That scene was essentially mirrored on the north side in 2006. 
After Pickens gave an additional $165 million in 2006 - the largest donation in the history of college 
athletics - approximately 20,000 new seats were added to the west side of the stadium and it was 
completely bowled in for the 2008 season. 


Boone Pickens Stadium was officially re-dedicated on Sept. 5, 2009. 


In the east end zone is the Athletics Center, home of historic Gallagher-lba Arena. Atop the athletic 
center are the only suites in college athletics that can be utilized for football and basketball. 


A new playing surface was added during the summer of 2014 and a new state-of-the-art video board 
was installed in 2018 to bring Boone Pickens Stadium to its current state. 


2020 
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Training Center 


Located across Hall of Fame Avenue from Boone Pickens 
Stadium is the Sherman E. Smith Training Center. 


The Smith Center is a training complex that features three 
outdoor practice fields and one indoor field. The indoor fa- 
cility is a multipurpose venue that can be used by a number 
of sports, including football, baseball, softball and soccer. 
The Smith Center, Gallagher-lba Arena and Boone Pickens 
Stadium compose one of the finest athletic footprints in the 
country. 


The indoor training facility soans almost 94,000 feet and is 
large enough to host a soccer field. Its football configura- 
tion allows for 15 yards of clearance on both sidelines. The 
unique facility features six fabric roll-up doors (three on the 
east and west sides). 


The indoor clearance of the facility is 65 feet above the 
playing surface. There are three indoor filming platforms 
and more platforms on the outside of the building for prac- 
tices on the grass fields. 


The new facility is named after long-time OSU donor Sher- 
man E. Smith, who passed away on June 6, 2011. 


Oklahoma State has a decades-long tradition of 
game-changing playmakers. It is fitting that the 
most explosive player of all-time, Barry Sanders, 
calls OSU home. That tradition continues today.

Oklahoma State Uniform Highlights 


Custom Trim and Messaging 


The team at Nike worked closely with Oklahoma State to create highly-customized jerseys that are truly 
unique to Oklahoma State. Included on the trim of every jersey are homages to Frank Eaton - the origi- 
nal Pistol Pete, the Paddle People, OSU football’s retired jersey numbers and more. Much of the trim art 
on the neck and sleeves is presented using a custom paisley print inspired by a cowboy’s bandana. 


Marshal Badge 


All uniforms include a marshal badge just above the numbers. The badge is a proud reminder of Frank 
Eaton, the original Pistol Pete, and his service as a U.S. deputy marshal. 


Reflective Surfaces 


The word “Cowboys” appears on both legs of the pants and is stitched on using a reflective fabric that 
provides an ultra-modern edge to the uniforms. The same reflective fabric is used behind the numbers 
on the black jerseys. 


Barbed Wire Typeface 


The numbers on the jersey, the word “Cowboys” on the leg and the retired jersey numbers - 21 for 
Barry Sanders, 34 for Thurman Thomas, 43 for Terry Miller and 55 for Bob Fenimore - are all presented 
using a new barbed wire typeface that serves as a reminder of the cowboys who drove their herds 
across Oklahoma on the great Chisholm Trail. 


Color Scheme 


While Oklahoma State’s uniforms are evolving, the Cowboys are staying true to their primary col- 
ors. OSU’s jerseys and pants both come in orange, black, white and gray. The orange jerseys feature 
white numbers outlined in black and the black jerseys have orange numbers with a reflective gray 
background. The white jerseys have black numbers outlined in orange. All pants are adorned with the 
Shadow Pete logo and the word “Cowboys” on the side of the leg. 


Nike Mach Speed Technology 


Oklahoma State’s uniforms are built using Nike Mach Speed technology, which makes them 25 percent 
lighter than the uniforms worn by the Cowboys from 2011-15. The uniforms include the latest in light- 
weight fabric innovation built for maximum speed, ventilation and comfort. 


Nike’s Mach Speed Football uniform fabric construction features an articulated fit to match the athlete’s 
motion of play. Ultimately this allows the athletes to move with the uniform fabrics, rather than against 
them.
